It is an athletic and sports business legacy that has placed Jerry Richardson into a preeminent place 
in Carolinas history. It also is a success story that continues. 


Richardson has emerged as one of the leaders in the National Football League, chairing the presti- 
gious Stadium Committee and serving on numerous other committees. With his assistance, the NFL 
has experienced a renaissance of stadium building that includes 12 new facilities since 1994. 


He continues to devote time, energy, and focus to his foremost athletic passion - the Carolina Panthers. 
That dedication to the Panthers is most understandable. The Panthers embody the emotions of a life- 
time as a native Carolinian, former athlete and graduate of a Carolina school, and alumnus of the NFL. 


Born in Spring Hope, NC, Richardson graduated from Fayetteville High School and attended Wofford 
College, where he set receiving and scoring records that still rank among the school’s leaders four 
decades later. During his senior season in 1958, Richardson made 33 of the team’s 55 receptions and 
scored nine touchdowns to lead the state of South Carolina in scoring for the third consecutive year. 


The performance caught the attention of the Baltimore Colts, who drafted Richardson in the 13th 
round of the 1958 NFL Draft. Starting as one of 19 receivers in training camp, he joined Lenny Moore 
and Raymond Berry as the receivers in the regular season and capped his remarkable rookie journey 
with a touchdown reception from Johnny Unitas in the Colts 1959 NFL Championship Game victory 
over the New York Giants. 


He used his playoff check of $3,500 to begin a successful 30-year career in business, but football 
remained a passion and love that he never lost. On July 16, 1987, Richardson began running the 
longest and best route of his career when he and his son Mark along with NationsBank Chairman 
Hugh McColl, Jr, attorney Richard Thigpen, Jr., and John 
Lewis of Arthur Andersen met in Charlotte to discuss the pos- 
sibility of entering a bid for an NFL franchise. With the 
marketing genius of Max Muhleman attracting nationwide 
attention, the ownership group overcame repeated hurdles to 
obtain the franchise almost six-and-a-half years later. 


On October 26, 1993, Richardson became the first former NFL 
player since George Halas to become an owner when the 
Carolinas were unanimously awarded the NFL's 29th franchise. 
Richardson's ability to build consensus did not go unnoticed 
by League Commissioner Paul Tagliabue, who quickly placed 
= @=_ him on strategic committees. 


“Jerry wins people's confidence because he's forthright, he’s 
intelligent, and he’s able to suggest win-win solutions over conflict,” says Tagliabue. 
That approach has resulted in a stadium that remains a model nearly a decade after opening and helped 
navigate the Panthers through realignment into possibly the NFL's best division - the NFC South. 
A lifelong resident of the Carolinas, Richardson and his wife, Rosalind Sallenger Richardson, have two 


sons, Jon and Mark, and a daughter, Ashley Richardson Allen, of Charlotte. The Richardsons have nine 
grandchildren and live in Charlotte.

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Under Jon’s leadership, Ericsson Stadium has developed into one of the premier facilities in the country. That 
success is no surprise considering the dedication and tireless work ethic Jon brings to his position of 
President of Carolinas Stadium Corp. 


Last year only enhanced the stadium's reputation and Jon’s management style. The stadium turf was selected 
as the fourth best in the NFL by the National Football Leaque Players Association. Additionally, Ericsson 
Stadium was one of the facilities cited when the National Building Museum named the National Football 
League a recipient of The Honor Award in recognition of the important role that football stadiums have 
played in the physical revitalization of American cities during the past decade, as well as their architectural 
and engineering excellence. 


"We are very proud that Ericsson Stadium has earned the prestigious Honor Award ," says Jon. "It has been 
very rewarding for our entire organization to see the positive impact the stadium has had. We will do every- 
thing in our power to make sure our facility represents the community well for many years to come." 


That commitment began when Jon was named director of stadium operations when construction began in 
1994. Promoted to president in 1997, Jon remains vigilant in his commitment, overseeing a $5.5 million club 
level renovation during the offseason. 


Under Jon, quality has been the goal from the start, and at a cost of approximately $187 million, privately 
funded Ericsson Stadium has proven to be a bargain by any assessment. With generous ratios of concession 
points of sale to an above average ratio of restroom facilities, the stadium has proven to be convenient for 
fans since its inception. 

Despite the addition of a dozen stadiums in the NFL since its opening, Ericsson Stadium remains a model for 
stadium design and innovation. The stadium has received media recognition, a multitude of awards from the 
construction industry and praise throughout the National Football League for nearly a decade. 


In addition to hosting 71 Panthers games since 1996, the facility 
has accommodated a variety of events, ranging from the Rev. Billy 
Graham's 1996 Carolinas Crusade to the Rolling Stones "Bridges to 
Babylon” tour. It also has been the site for a number of college 
football games as well the Men's NCAA College Cup soccer game for 
two years and U.S. Women’s World Cup soccer team exhibition 
matches in 1999 and 2000. In December 2002, the stadium hosted 
one of the most successful start-up bowl games in NCAA history 
with a complete sellout for the Continental Tire Bowl. 


Jon was a three-year letterman and two-year starter at wide 
receiver for the University of North Carolina. His success with the 
Tar Heels earned him a training camp tryout with the Baltimore 
Colts in 1982. 


After receiving his degree in economics in 1982, Jon spent three 

years in the food industry before returning to North Carolina to 
earn his MBA in 1987. He then began A-OK Home Services in Chapel Hill and sold the successful enterprise 
after five years. In 1994, he joined the Panthers. 


Jon is a trustee at Fork Union Military Academy and serves on several local boards and committees. Jon and 
his wife, Kathleen, have a son, Johnson, and two daughters, Rose and Claire, and live in Charlotte. 


Mark’s steady hand has been at the helm of the Panthers business operations since the beginning of the fran- 
chise, leaving an imprint of innovation and success that has made Carolina a marketing leader in the National 
Football League. 


Taking the dream of his father in 1987, Mark has brought definition to the Panthers in numerous ways. The con- 
struction of Ericsson Stadium, the beautiful and highly functional edifice that the Panthers call home, is a 
testament to his foresight and ingenuity. From location to financing, Mark played an integral role in the sta- 
dium’s origins. 

When the cost of a stadium and a franchise appeared prohibitive, he helped identify the Permanent Seat License 
concept that now is commonplace in the sports world. He also guided the land acquisition process and assisted 
in a construction process that was so ideal it recently was honored by the National Building Museum for urban 
revitalization, design excellence and civic pride. Before the stadium was completed, Mark negotiated one of the 
first stadium naming rights packages, resulting in the facility being christened as Ericsson Stadium. 


Richardson's efforts in pursuing an NFL team for the stadium came to fruition October 26, 1993, when the 
Carolinas were awarded the League's 29th franchise. That closure triggered another beginning for Mark as he 
assisted in the design of the team uniforms, development of the award-winning logo and marketing efforts of 
the team. 


Nearly 10 years later, his enthusiasm and energy have not wavered. Under Mark's leadership, the Panthers have 
remained at the forefront of business development in the NFL, becoming one of just three teams to bring its 
radio and television packages in-house. The result is a unique, cutting-edge arrangement that allows the 
Panthers to have complete integration of their radio, television, and stadium advertising under the roof of state- 
of-the-art facilities, 

However, Mark's business acumen is only part of the reason he is a perfect fit for his position. In addition to 
earning an undergraduate degree in business administration from Clemson University in 1983 and an MBA from 
the University of Virginia in 1987, Mark has an athletic background that includes playing for Clemson's 1981 
National Championship football team and ACC Championship teams in 1981 and 1982. 


The unique blend of business experience combined with an athletic history and the business success of the 
Panthers led NFL Commissioner Paul Tagliabue to appoint Mark to the NFL's prestigious and pivotal Competition 
Committee in 2000. 


% "It is important that we continue to bring new ideas and diverse per- 
spectives to the work of the competition committee,” says 
Tagliabue. "In Mark Richardson, we have an individual who brings 
something special to the committee's tasks." 


Mark's evolution to a League leader continued when he also was 
named to the Compensation Committee and NFL Properties Board of 
Directors. With nearly a decade of experience in League and club 
matters, Mark’s emergence is not surprising. 


As the Panthers second decade approaches, Mark's efforts have pro- 

vided promise for the future. The inaugural season at Clemson and 

=u ~— the successful move into Ericsson Stadium, accompanied with an 

NFC West title in 1996, are distant successes. The future in the com- 

petitive NFC South has brought new challenges that never were envisioned when Richardson helped navigate a 
course that culminated with the NFL's 29th franchise being awarded to the Carolinas. 


Born July 29, 1960, Mark has lived in the Carolinas most of his life. He now resides in Charlotte where he is 
active in the community as a board member of several organizations, including the Charlotte Chamber of 
Commerce, Charlotte Regional Partneship, World T.E.A.M. Sports and Charlotte-Mecklenburg Education 
Foundation, as well as a coach for youth basketball. 


Mark has a son, Ace, and a daughter, Raven. 
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It isn’t often in the NFL that a coach who doesn’t break even gets coach-of-the-year considera- 
tion. It also is rare when a coach improves a team’s record by six games in one year. 


That's what head coach John Fox did for Carolina in 2002 when the Panthers improved to 7-9 
from 1-15 the previous season. While he didn’t win any coach-of-the-year honors, John won 
something more important - the confidence of his players and Panthers fans. 


The evidence in his favor was overwhelming, considering these facts: 


¢ The six-game improvement was the largest in the NFL in 2002 and, only two rookie head 
coaches have had a more significant impact on their team’s record since the NFL implemented 
a 16-game schedule in 1978, Jim Haslett in 2000 and Bobby Ross in 1992. 


© Carolina's defense became the ony unit since the NFL merger in 1970 to improve to second in 
the NFL in overall defense after placing last the previous season. 


¢ The Panthers ranked in the top five of 10 different defensive categories, leading the NFL in 
rushing yards per attempt and sacks per pass play (1st), ranking second in third down effi- 
ciency and third in first downs allowed per game. 


® The 52 sacks recorded by Carolina in 2002 more than doubled the total of the previous season 
and was the second highest in team history. 


Despite the quantum leap, John is determined to make sure that progress in the present does 
not come at the expense of the future. To that end, the Carolina defense is not only one of the 
League's best, it is one of the youngest. Rookie end Julius Peppers was a consensus choice as 
NFL Defensive Rookie-of-the-Year, second year tackle Kris Jenkins was named first-team All-Pro 
by The Associated Press and played in the Pro Bowl, and the average age of the Panthers defense 
was 25,5 years, making it one of the youngest in the NFL. 


As good as the defense was, John proved even more adept at keeping the Panthers ship afloat 
in the difficult times. After starting the season 3-0, Carolina lost eight consecutive games amid 
suspensions, injuries and assorted setbacks. Though on the ropes, the Panthers never buckled 

under John and rallied to win four of their final five games. 


———— =m  “Coach-of-the-year awards usually go to coaches of teams 
| that made the playoffs, but I can't imagine there is anyone 
in the League who did a better job than John last season,” 
says General Manager Marty Hurney. “To start like we did, 
go through an eight-game losing streak, but keep the 
team believing like he did is a credit to John and his 
coaching staff.” 


John culminated a 20-year odyssey when he was named 
’ head coach of the Carolina Panthers on January 26, 2002. 

Regarded as one of the top defensive coaches in the 
National Football League, John inherited the formidable challenge of overseeing the develop- 
ment of a squad coming off a one-win season. Production, work ethic, enthusiasm and high 
energy were ingredients the Panthers sought and they found the right man. 


It is appropriate that John achieved his opportunity the old-fashioned way, beginning as a grad- 
uate assistant in 1978 and making 12 stops in 17 years before being named defensive 
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coordinator of the New York Giants in 1997. Seizing that position, he annually produced highly 
regarded units, known for their all-out play as well as their production. 


It is not coincidental that John came up through the ranks. His style and philosophy are as 
grounded as his career path to Carolina. It is a combination that caught the Panthers attention, 
for in John, the son of a Navy Seal, they found a man whose passion for the game is matched 
by the zeal of his players on the field, 


“I think he was the best at getting the most out of his players,” says the Giants Keith Hamilton, 
“You can have a lot of talent, but if you don’t get the most out of it, you're selling yourself 
short. It was like he had a personal vendetta in each game. He's a great coach and he’s a great 
motivator.” 


If John coaches like he has a vendetta, it could be that he has something to prove after so many 
stops. Boise, ID, Ames, IA, Lawrence, KS. They were all on his resumé before he reached the NFL 
as a secondary coach for the Pittsburgh Steelers in 1989. Even then he stayed on the move - 
San Diego from 1992-1993, Oakland from 1994-1995, St. Louis in 1996 - before reaching the 
Giants as defensive coordinator. 


At New York, the accolades began to build, reaching a crescendo in the Giants shutout of high- 
powered Minnesota in the 2001 NFC Championship Game. The Vikings entered the game averag- 
ing more than 25 points while passing for nearly 260 yards per game. Against John's defense, 
the totals were zero points and 60 yards through the air. 


It was a performance that traced its roots to the regular season. In that season, New York 
allowed only 62 first downs rushing, well below the NFL average of 98. Three opponents gained 
fewer than 200 yards. 


However, it was the consistency that characterized his units. During five years as coordinator, 
New York had 153 takeaways, the seventh-highest total in the NFC. During that period, the 
Giants also had a +25 turnover differential that ranked third in the conference and fourth in the 
League during the period. 


Pass pressure was another trademark of John’s units. Under his tutelage, New York recorded 230 
sacks, ranking third in the NFL. In 2001, Michael Strahan set a League individual record with 
22.5 sacks. 


“I didn’t make my career what it has turned out to be until coach Fox came,” says Strahan. “He 
truly taught me and taught us about football and not just lining up and using your athletic abil- 
ity to make a play. He took quys that maybe weren't as athletic and made us all understand the 
game so we could play it faster and play it better.” 


His impact was immediate upon his arrival in New York. In 1997 John orchestrated a defense 
that led the NFL and seta club record in takeaways with 44, leading the League in interceptions 
with 27, That edition of the Giants defense finished tied for third in the Leaque in sacks with 
54, the fourth-best total in team history. The defense was second in the NFC in run defense and 
held opponents to 20 or fewer points in 12-of-16 games, including 10 points or less in six of 
those contests. John was honored as Pro Football Weekly’s Assistant Coach of the Year. 
However, his success as a coordinator did not begin with the Giants. Before serving as a consul- 
tant to the Rams in 1996, he engineered the Oakland Raiders defense to a 10th-place finish in 
total defense in 1994 and 11th in 1995. At Oakland, he worked with future Giants head coach 
Jim Fassel. 

Before joining Oakland, John was the secondary coach under Bobby Ross at San Diego in 1992 
and 1993, John started his NFL coaching career with the Pittsburgh Steelers as a defensive backs 
coach from 1989-1991, overseeing the top-rated pass defense in 1990. 

John moved to the Steelers from the University of Pittsburgh, where he served as defensive coor- 
dinator and secondary coach for the Panthers from 1986 through 1988. In each of his three 
seasons, the Pittsburgh pass defense was statistically ranked among the top 10 in the nation. 
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Prior to his three-year stay with Pittsburgh, John made eight moves in as many seasons as he 
worked his way through the coaching ranks, including a foray into professional football with 
the Los Angeles Express of the USFL in 1985. Starting as a graduate assistant at his alma mater 
of San Diego State in 1978, John became an assistant at United States International University 
a year later and made a succession of moves to Boise State in 1980, Long Beach State in 1981, 
Utah in 1982, Kansas in 1983, and Iowa State in 1984. 


A native of Virginia Beach, VA, John was born February 8, 1955 and grew up in the San Diego 
area after moving at age 15. He attended Castle Park High School in Chula Vista and played foot- 
ball at Southwestern Junior College in Chula Vista from 1974-75 before going to San Diego 
State, where he played defensive back for the Aztecs. He graduated from San Diego State with 
a bachelor’s degree in physical education and earned a secondary education teaching credential 
in 1977, 


John and his wife Robin have three sons: Matthew, Mark and Cody, and a daughter, Halle.

>O ACHING: The 2002 Carolina special teams, routine by Scott’s standards, would be wel- 
comed ‘iy most. A consistent model of excellence under Scott, the Panthers special teams led the 
NFL in kickoff return coverage for the second time in three seasons, boasted a fifth consecutive 
year with at least one Pro Bowl player, and featured another single-game record-setting perfor- 
mance in 2002. After never finishing lower than sixth in the the Dallas Morning News NFL special 
teams rankings in three previous seasons with the Panthers, his units ranked 11th in 2002, an 
impressive standing considering Scott worked with three place kickers during the season. There 
was no such problem with the punting game where Todd Sauerbrun earned his second consecu- 
tive Pro Bowl appearance after leading the NFL in punting for the second year in a row. His 
selection marked the fifth consecuitve season in which Scott has sent at least one player to the 
Pro Bowl and raised the total to seven Pro Bowl players during that time. 


Steve Smith, a Pro Bowl kick returner in 2001, tied an NFL single-game record with two punt 
returns for touchdowns versus Cincinnati (12/8/02). In 1997, Jermaine Lewis tied an NFL record 
with two punt returns for touchdowns in one game under Scott with Baltimore, and Scott also 
coached Eric Metcalf in Cleveland when he returned two punts for scores in the same game in 
1993. In the history of the NFL, a player has returned two punts for touchdowns 11 times in the 
same contest, and Scott has coached three of those players. 


In 1994, Scott's unit in Cleveland executed a fake kick and scored the first two-point conversion in NFL 
history and he was named Special Teams Coach of the Year by his peers. Scott joined the Browns in 1991 
from the University of Pittsburgh, where he coached special teams and assisted in coaching the defen- 
sive line for three years. Prior to his time at Pittsburgh, Scott served three seasons at Wisconsin-Superior 
and three years at om eireeay of Nevada-Las Vegas, followed by a one-year coaching stint at Rice.

‘dat for i an assortment of reasons, Carolina finished the season with depleted resources. However, 
Dan took a starting unit that included only two starters who were drafted into the NFL as high as the 
second round and coaxed it enough to produce four wins in the season's final five games in 2002. 
Quarteback Rodney Peete flourished under Dan’s tutelage, posting career highs for pass attempts, com- 
pletions, yards and touchdowns and compiling three 300-yard passing games, one more than in his 
previous 13 NFL seasons combined. Despite a lack of personnel continuity on offense, the Panthers fin- 
ished third in the NFL with 51 plays of more than 20 yards. 


In 24 years of coaching in the NFL, Dan has worked with some of the most successful head coaches in 
League history, including Don Shula, Joe Gibbs and Bill Parcells, and has helped develop quarterbacks 
Joe Theismann, Don Strock, Doug Williams and Vinny Testaverde. Since entering the NFL in 1972 with 
the Houston Oilers, Dan has served in various roles, including head coach, offensive coordinator, quar- 
terbacks coach and wide receivers coach. A valued member of Joe Gibbs staff at Washington in the 
1980's, he assisted in the Redskins drives to Super Bowl XVII and XXII titles. During that time, he 
played an integral role in helping Theismann and Williams to some of their best pro seasons. 


At New York, his versatility was reflected with the Jets as quarterbacks coach. During New York's run 
to the AFC Championship game in 1998, Dan oversaw the resurgence of Testaverde, coaching him to a 
Pro Bowl selection as the former Heisman Trophy winner set a club record for most touchdown passes 
in a season with 29. A year later when an injury forced Testaverde to the sidelines, Dan helped develop 
young sae: caller Ray Lucas, who led om team to a 7-2 record. 


* Following an outstanding career as a quarterback at 
Wiliam and Maty where he ranked 14th i in 1 the nation in passing yardage his senior season in 1963, 
Dan went to training camp with the San Diego Chargers in 1964 before playing two years in the 
Continental Football League. Re-signed by San Diego prior to the 1966 season, he remained with the 
Chargers until the 1967 preseason and finished his playing career with Norfolk of the Continental 
Football League. Dan was an all-city performer in football at St. Francis Prep i in Brooklyn, NY, in addi- 
tion to being a standout in basketball and baseball. Born June 21, 1942 in New York City, Dan has five 
children: three daughters, Mary K., Patty and Terry, two sons, Dan and Mike, and ten grandchildren:

COACHING: After coaching the most productive defensive line in team history in 2002, 
Mike was s named dafonaive coordinator in February. The promotion was well-earned, considering 
the dramatic improvement of Carolina's front four last season as the Panthers defensive line 
ranked third in the NEL with 39 sacks and was the linchpin of a defense that led the League in 
sacks per pass play and rushing yards per attempt. Under Mike's guidance, Julius Peppers became 
the first player in Panthers history to be named NFL Defensive Rookie of the Year and tackle Kris 
Jenkins was selected first-team All-Pro by The Associated Press. Peppers totalled 12 sacks and 
defensive end Mike Rucker produced 10, making them the League's only tandem of defensive 
linemen to each record at least 10 sacks in 2002. 


Prior to joining Carolina, Mike spent the previous two seasons as defensive line coach of the 
Washington Redskins, where he helped guide a Redskins defense that ranked fourth in the NFL 
and first in the NEC in 2000. He coached defensive ends Marco Coleman and Bruce Smith, who 
combined for 22 sacks, and helped Coleman earn his first Pro Bowl selection. 


He joined the Redskins in 2000 after serving as the Green Bay Packers defensive line coach in 
1999, Prior to that, he spent four seasons as the Philadelphia Eagles defensive line coach from 
1995-98. In 1998, the Eagles finished third in the NFL in sack percentage and first overall against 
the pass. Mike’s 1995 line recorded an NFL-best 42.5 sacks, and William Fuller went to the Pro 
Bowl, while Hollis Thomas and Brandon Whiting garnered all-rookie honors. 


As a coach at Philadelphia, Green Bay and Washington, Mike has been instrumental in building 
strong units while helping a number of players enjoy their best professional seasons. 


Before entering the NFL ranks, Mike coached 11 years as a defensive line coach on the college 
level, beginning in 1984 as a graduate assistant at his alma mater, Michigan. Following two sea- 
sons with the Wolverines, he coached at Ball State from 1986-88, Navy in 1989, Colorado State 
from 1990-91 and Notre Dame from 1992-94, where he was an assistant to head coach Lou Holtz.

As defensive backs coach for Seattle, Ken's secondary led the NFL with 30 interceptions, includ- 
ing two that were retumed for touchdowns in 1999. He spent the 2000 campaign as the 
Seahawks linebackers coach and returned to oversee the defensive backs in 2001 and 2002. 


Before entering the NEL as a defensive quality control assistant with the Green Bay Packers in 
1998, Ken spent 21 years coaching in the college ranks.

COACHING: Dave enters his first season in the NFL as the Panthers tight ends coach 
following 23 years as a college coach, the last four as Boston College's offensive line coach. 


During Dave's tenure at Boston College from 1999-2002, the Eagles annually ranked among the 
most productive rushing teams in the nation. His offensive lines paved the way for current 
Cleveland Browns running back William Green and also were one of the best passing blocking 
units in the nation, allowing just six sacks in 2000 and 15 in 2001. Four of his linemen were 
named All-Big East in 2001, and three earned all-conference honors in 2002. Tackle Darnell 
Alford was drafted by the Kansas City Chiefs in 2000, guard Paul Zukauskas was selected by the 
Cleveland Browns in 2001, tackle Mark Colombo was a first round choice by Chicago in 2002 and 
center Dan Koppen was drafted by New England in 2003. 


Dave arrived at Boston College after serving two years as co-offensive coordinator and offensive 
line coach at the University of Memphis from 1997-98. From 1995-96, he coached at Kentucky 
where Moe Williams led the SEC in rushing in 1995. 


Dave started his coaching career at Ithaca College in 1980 and moved to Western Michigan in 
1981, Eastern Michigan in 1982, Michigan in 1983, Norther Illinois in 1984, and Ball State in 
1985. He then spent three years at Navy from 1987-89 before going to Indiana State from 1990- 
91 and Colorado State from 1992-94. While at Colorado State, the Rams won the Western Athletic 
Conference title for the first time in school history in 1994 and ranked 16th in the nation.

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COACHING: Poised to impact the Carolina ground attack, Mike enters his first year as 
the Panthers offensive line coach. A veteran of 34 years coaching, he spent the previous eight 
seasons in the same position with the Jacksonville Jaguars. 


During Mike's tenure in Jacksonville from 1995-02, the Jaguars were perennially ranked among 
the League leaders in rushing. In 2002, Jacksonville ranked 10th in the NFL in rushing and fifth 
in rushing yards per attempt. With 2,089 yards rushing, it also marked the fourth time in five 
seasons that the Jaguars rushed for more than 2,000 yards. 


From 1997-02, Jacksonville's 107 rushing touchdowns led the League, and from 1998-02, the 
Jaguars ranked sixth in the NFL in rushing yards. Jacksonville was the only team to rush for 
more than 2,000 yards each season from 1998-00 and led the NFL in rushing in 1999. Mike's line 
helped running back Fred Taylor score 17 touchdowns as a rookie in 1998, the third-highest total 
ever by a rookie in League history, and cleared lanes for him to rush for at least 100 yards in 
nine consecutive games in 2000, a figure that tied the third-longest streak in NFL history. 


Under Mike, left tackle Tony Boselli was selected to the Pro Bowl every season from 1996-00, includ- 
ing a 1999 campaign in which Boselli and right tackle Leon Searcy both were chosen to play in the 
contest. Additionally, Mike tutored three other players who were all-rookie selections: center 
Michael Cheever in 1996, guard Brad Meester in 2000 and tackle Maurice Williams in 2001. 


Mike began his coaching career in 1969 as a student assistant at the University of Buffalo, prior 
to working at Darien (CT) HS in 1970 and at the U.S. Military Academy Prep School in Fort 
Belvoir, VA, from 1971-72. He joined Marshall as the assistant offensive line coach in 1973 and 
then spent five years from 1974-78 at Bluefield (WV) State College as offensive coordinator and 
head of recruiting. After serving as an assistant at Maine from 1979-80, Mike coached 13 sea- 
sons from 1981-93 at Boston College, helping the Eagles to six bowl games.

COACHING: One of the best linebackers to ever suit up in the NFL, Sam now is imparting 
his wealth of experience as the Panthers linebackers coach. In his first year under head coach John 
Fox, Sam was an integral part in shaping a defense that ranked second in the NFL, the highest in 
Panthers history. 


After key injuries to starting linebackers Dan Morgan and Hannibal Navies, Sam was forced to insert 
rookie Will Witherspoon at middle linebacker and first-year starter Brain Allen at outside line- 
backer. Plagued by injuries that forced him to start six different combinations of linebackers during 
the 2002 season, Sam's group maintained a high level of consistency and production as 
Witherspoon and Allen established career-highs in tackles. In addition, veteran linebacker Mark 
Fields had one of the best years of his career, leading the team with a career-high 127 tackles and 
a team-record seven forced fumbles. 


Overall, Sam played 12 seasons in the NFL and recorded 1,319 tackles, 20.5 sacks, 11 interceptions 
and four touchdowns while starting 173-of-181 games. He played the first nine seasons of his 
career with the New Orleans Saints and final three years with the Panthers, earning five Pro Bowl 
selections, including one as a Panther in 1996. 


In recognition of his contributions, Sam became the first former player and the second member of 
the Panthers Hall of Honor. Already a member of the Halls of Fame for the New Orleans Saints and 
the state of Louisiana, Sam was elected to the Sports Hall of Fame of New Jersey in 2003. 


Waived by Cleveland in 1981 and Toronto of the CFL in 1982, Sam made his mark as a member of 
the Philadelphia/Baltimore Stars of the USFL from 1983-85. He was a three-time All-USFL selection 
and helped the Stars win titles in 1983 and 1984. 
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PLAYING 4 ERSONAL: Sam was a standout at Division III Montclair State 
from 1977-80, where he was named captain his final two seasons and a Kodak All-America selec- 
tion as a senior. His 501 career tackles set a school record, his 142 tackles as a sophomore set the 
school’s single-season mark and his 22-tackle performance as a junior established a single-game 
record. He was a three-time defensive player of the year selection by the New Jersey Collegiate 
Football Writers Association. 


Sam graduated from Long Branch (NJ) HS and holds a bachelor of science degree in industrial tech- 
nology from Montclair State. Born June 3, 1959, in Neptune, NJ, Sam and Melanie have two sons, 
Sam III and Marcus, and two daughters, Larissa and Sierra.

COACI : A two-time Pro Bowl selection as a cornerback with the Los Angeles Rams and 
a veteran of 10 ‘NEL seasons as a player and 14 as a coach, Rod did a masterful job with the sec- 
ondary in his first season at Carolina. Regarded as an area of concern entering the 2002 season, 
the Panthers pass defense ranked fourth in the NFL, the best in team history, and was one of two 
units in the League that did not allow an individual 300-yard passer. The group overcame the pres- 
ence of new starters at both comerback positions to establish a team record for fewest net passing 
yards allowed in a season. 


Rod arrived in Carolina following five years as the San Diego Chargers secondary coach. During his 
tenure with the Chargers from 1997-2001, Rod helped Rodney Harrison reach the Pro Bowl in 1998 
and 2001 and also coached Ryan McNeil to his first Pro Bowl appearance in 2001. In 1998, Rod con- 
tributed to a unit that ranked first in the NFL in total defense and limited opponents to the 
second-lowest completion percentage in the League. Rod served as the Houston Oilers defensive 
backs coach from 1995-96. Under his direction, cornerback Darryll Lewis and safety Blaine Bishop 
earned their first Pro Bowl selections in 1995. 


Prior to joining the Oilers, Rod spent three seasons as the secondary coach of the Los Angeles Rams 
from 1992-94, where he worked with cornerback Todd Lyght, and three years as the secondary 
coach of the Seattle Seahawks from 1989-91, where he helped develop safety Eugene Robinson. 


Rod joined the Seahawks after coaching four years on the college level. He coached at Columbia 
University in 1985 and Fresno City College in 1986 and spent two years at Fresno State from 1987- 
88 before starting his NFL ee career. 


PLAYING AND PERS : An All-Big Eight selection at defensive back as a senior 
at the Tniversity of Colorado, Rod was ¢ chosen i in the fourth round of the 1975 NFL draft by the Los 
Angeles Rams, He earned Pro Bowl honors in 1978 and 1980 and recorded 28 interceptions during his 
eight years with the Rams from 1975-82.

A stickler to the daily regimen, 
Jerry monitors the Panthers strength and conditioning program with fervor, and players know a 
missed workout will not go unnoticed. Jerry is in his fifth season with the Panthers after eight 
years with Cleveland/ Baltimore. His goal is to maximize players’ strength while maintaining flex- 
ibility and limiting their exposure to injuries. To reach that end, Jerry develops specialized and 
highly individualized workout routines for each player on the roster. 


It was that commitment and expertise that head coach John Fox saw when he arrived at Carolina 
last year, leading him to keep Jerry as a mainstay of the Panthers coaching staff. Working closely 
with the training staff, Jerry not only tries to help prevent injuries with his conditioning program, 
he plays a vital role in assisting players to get back on the field when injuries do occur. 


Starting with New England in 1988, Jerry has studied weight training trends in the NFL for 15 
years. He spent three seasons with the Patriots before moving to Cleveland in 1991. 


Jerry began his coaching career at his alma mater, Fort Hays State, in 1978, doubling as a gradu- 
ate assistant working with linebackers and the school's assistant strength coach. He became the 
assistant strength coach at Clemson in 1979 and the strength and conditioning coach at Rice from 
1980-82 before moving to the University of Southern California from 1983-87.

Jim began his NFL coaching career as running backs coach with the New Orleans Saints in 1986 and 
served in that capacity through 1995. During his 10-year tenure with New Orleans, Jim coached 
two Pro Bowlers, Rueben Mayes in 1986 and 1987 and Dalton Hilliard in 1989. Mayes’ 1,353 yards 
in 1986 and Hilliard’s 1,262 in 1989 still stand as the fourth and fifth highest single-season rush- 
ing totals in Saints history. 

Jim moved to Arizona in 1996 and coached one season with the Cardinals. Under Jim’s direction, 
fullback Larry Centers rushed for 425 yards and led all NFL running backs with 99 receptions for 
766 yards to earn Pro Bowl honors. 


Following his stint with the Cardinals, Jim assumed the same role with the New York Giants from 
1997-2000. There, he groomed running backs that included Tiki Barber, Gary Brown, and Ron 
Dayne. In Jim’s first season with New York, the team finished seventh in the NFL in rushing with 
an average of 124.3 yards per game. Under Jim’s tutelage in 1998, Gary Brown ranked seventh in 
the NFC with a career-high 1,063 yards to become the first Giants running back to eclipse the 
1,000-yard plateau since Rodney Hampton in 1995. During the Giants NFC Championship season in 
2000, New York rushed for 2,009 yards, 11th best in the NFL, as Barber gained 1,006 yards and 
Dayne added 770 yards. 


As head coach at San Francisco of the XFL, Jim led the Demons to a 5-5 record and a playoff berth, 
advancing to the league championship game. 


Jim entered coaching as the defensive backs coach at Cal Poly-Pomona in 1974 before joining San 
Jose State in 1977, He switched to the offensive side of the ball as running backs coach at Pacific 
in 1979 and then coached running backs at Oregon from 1980-82. Jim made his foray into the pro- 
sessional ee ai ranks with the USFL's Philadelphia/Baltimore Stars from 1983-85.

COACHING: After one season as Carolina's defensive assistant, Sal takes over the 
Panthers defensive line after contributing to a 2002 Panthers defense that became the only unit 
since the NFL merger in 1970 to improve from last in the League in total defense to second in 
a span of one season. 


Sal intends to guide Carolina's talented defensive front with the same determination that he has 
exhibited throughout his career. The veteran assistant coach came to the Panthers from 
Michigan State, where he worked in 2001 as the Spartans linebackers coach and special teams 
coordinator, Prior to working at Michigan State, Sal spent 2000 at Louisiana State in the same 
capacity and helped the Tigers to an 8-4 record, a Peach Bowl victory and a final ranking of 22nd 
in the country while coaching a pair of sophomores to second-team all-SEC honors. 


Sal coached at Alabama A&M in 1998 and 1999 as defensive coordinator and linebackers coach 
after spending three seasons at the University of Louisville as linebackers coach from 1995-97, 
where he helped produce two NFL draft selections, Tyrus McCloud and Alan Campos. 


Working his way up the coaching ladder, Sal spent one year each at Illinois State as defensive 
coordinator in 1994 and Iowa Wesleyan, as assistant head coach, defensive coordinator and spe- 
cial teams coach in 1993. 


He broke into coaching at his alma mater, Pittsburgh, and worked for three different head- 
coaches as well as Carolina head coach John Fox during his eight-year tenure from 1985-92. Sal 
coached the defensive line under Foge Fazio in 1985, and linebackers under Mike Gottfried, and 
was assistant head coach to Paul Hackett in 1992. 


PLAYING AND PERSONAL: Sal had a storybook career at the University of 
Pittsburgh, earning a spot as a walk-on and ending his time with the Panthers as a team captain 
and consensus All-America his senior year in 1981. A three-year starter at linebacker for head coach 
Jackie Sherrill, he helped the Panthers to a combined record of 33-3, including victories in the 1979 
Fiesta Bowl, 1980 Gator Bowl and 1981 Sugar Bowl. Sal anchored a Pittsburgh defensive unit that 
led the NCAA in total defense in both 1980 and 1981. 

He won Defensive MVP honors in the 1982 Senior Bowl and was a 10th-round draft selection of the 
Pittsburgh Steelers, but had his pro career cut short by a training camp knee injury. In 1982, he 
received a bachelor’s degree in communications. 

Married to the former Roxann Evans, who was a varsity gymnast at Pittsburgh, the couple has two 
daughters, Jaclyn and Ashlyn, and two sons, Santino and Vinnie.

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Wide Receivers 


COACHING: The only original coach still with the Panthers, Richard has been a versatile 
and valuable member of the staff during his nine seasons at Carolina. For nearly two seasons, he 
was the Panthers offensive coordinator, but last year he returned “home” as wide receivers coach, 
where he is regarded among the League's elite after repeatedly drawing the best from his players. 


Described by former Panthers wide receiver Willie Green as “the best coach I have ever had,” 
Richard's record of success reinforces Green's belief. 


Last year in Steve Smith’s first season as a full-time starter, the second-year player's average of 16.1 
yards per catch ranked second in the NFC and sixth in the NEL among receivers with 50 or more 
receptions. In 1999, the Panthers had two 1,000-yard receivers when Patrick Jeffers joined Muhsin 
Muhammad among the League's receiving leaders and tied a team record with 12 touchdown catches. 
Muhammad was named to the Pro Bowl after tying for the NFL lead with a team-record 102 recep- 
tions. In 1998, Rocket Ismail produced career highs with 69 receptions and 1,024 receiving yards. 
In 1995, Mark Carrier's 1,002 receiving yards set an expansion record, while Green's 882 yards set a 
personal career high, Before arriving in Carolina, Richard oversaw the development of Carl Pickens 
and Darnay Scott at Cincinnati. With Kansas City, Richard coached Stephon Paige when he set an 
NFL record with 305 yards receiving in a single game. At Tampa Bay, two of his players, Bruce Hill 
in 1988 and Carrier in 1989, were named the Buccaneers most valuable player. 


As a member of the Panthers staff, Richard has worked in a number of capacities, He was wide 
receivers coach until 2000, when he stepped in as offensive coordinator five games into the season. 
The following year, he served as offensive coordinator as well as assistant head coach. 


Richard joined the Panthers in 1995 from the Cincinnati Bengals, where he was receivers coach from 
1992-1994. He previously coached five years at Tampa Bay, serving as receivers coach for four sea- 
sons before being elevated to head coach for the last three games of 1990 and the entire 1991 
season. He entered the NFL in 1983 as a coach with Kansas City. 


As a college coach, Richard was head coach at Memphis State from 1975-80, where he twice was 
named Southern Independent Conference Coach of the Year. Before his post with the Tigers, he 
served as an assistant at Arkansas and spent seven years as an assistant to the legendary Paul 
“Bear” Bryant at Alabama. 


PLAYING AND PERSONAL: Richard played wide receiver for Bryant's Crimson 
Tide in 1961 and 1962 before joining Alabama's coaching staff. A native of Fort Deposit, AL, Richard 
was born April 13, 1941. He and his wife, Norma, have two grown children, a son, Rich, and a 
daughter, Caroline. The Williamsons live in Charlotte, 


HISTORY: Receiver Alabama 1961-62. College coach: Alabama 1963-67, 1970-71, Arkansas 
1968-69, 1972-74, Memphis State 1975-80 (head coach). Pro coach: Kansas City Chiefs 1983-86, 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers 1987-91 (interim head coach final three games of 1990, head coach 1991), 
Cincinnati Bengals 1992-94, joined Panthers in 1995, 
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Always a highly respected front office member, Marty has been a solidifying force since being 
named the team’s general manager in February 2002. The promotion was the culmination of a 15- 
year NEL apprenticeship under some of the game’s most astute coaches and executives, and Marty 
has demonstrated that the lessons were well-learned. 


Under his stewardship, the Panthers showed a dramatic six-game improvement in victories in 2002 
while making salary cap adjustments that have left Carolina in a more positive position. 


“Tt has become clear that teams cannot separate the salary cap from football personnel decisions, 
and Marty has a great understanding of how the two areas interact,” says team president Mark 
Richardson. “He is responsible for seeing that the coaching, personnel and salary cap areas work 
together in a concerted effort.” 


Marty joined the Panthers in 1998 from the San Diego Chargers and handled salary cap matters 
under head coaches Dom Capers and George Seifert. As general manager, Marty oveersees salary cap 
issues while coordinating the different areas of the football operations with head coach John Fox, 
college scouting director Tony Softli, and pro personnel director Mark Koncz. 


In Marty, the Panthers have a football administrator who has been described by Harold Henderson, 
the chairman of the NFU’s management council, as “one of the best young executives in the 
League.” The assessment is not surprising considering that Marty developed his skills with coaches 
such as Joe Gibbs and Bobby Ross as well as executives Bobby Beathard and Charley Casserly. 


Marty first caught the eye of former Washington Redskins owner Jack Kent Cooke as a reporter cov- 
ering the championship runs of the team in the 1980's. Developing an association with Cooke, 
Gibbs, and Beathard, Marty joined the Redskins public relations department in 1988. 


In 1990, Marty moved with Beathard to San Diego, serving as the general manager's assistant with 
responsibilities that included organizing the scouting department and player contracts and over- 
seeing the day-to-day football administration. With the advent of the salary cap in 1993, Marty 
emerged as the club's specialist in compliance management to the agreement while earning dis- 
tinction as both an administrator and negotiator. 


When San Diego won the AFC Championship in 1994, Marty gained the admiration of Ross, who 
described him as “a great communicator, who has acquired a world of experience.” 


He now is applying the lessons he has learned over the years under some of the game's most suc- 
cessful leaders. 


"My role is to make sure everyone is coordinated and on the same page,” Marty explains. “It's a 
group effort. It's communication, having a plan and doing what it takes to make sure you make all 
decisions with the plan in mind. If the plan and decision making are sound every step along the 
way, mistakes are minimized, and there is a move in the right direction.” 

A native of Wheaton, MD, Marty graduated from Catholic University in Washington, D.C., and began 
his career as a journalist with the Montgomery Journal in Silver Springs, MD. In 1978, he moved to 
the Washington Star and worked on that paper for three years before going to the Washington 
Times, where he spent five years as a beat writer covering the Redskins. 


Born December 20, 1955, Marty and his wife, Jeannie, have two sons, Joe and James, and live in 
Charlotte.

When the Panthers concluded their season with a win at New Orleans, quarterback Rodney Peete 
led the offense while cornerback Terry Cousin intercepted two passes and linebacker Mark Fields 
recorded a key fourth down sack. All three, along with leading rusher Lamar Smith, were part of 
an unheralded but highly productive group that was tracked by the Panthers pro personnel depart- 
ment, headed by Mark. 


While last year’s group was the most visible, success in the area is not new in the department. 
Guard Kevin Donnalley, defensive tackle Brentson Buckner, linebacker Brian Allen, defensive end 
Al Wallace, and tackle Melvin Tuten also are players obtained from other teams who started for the 
Panthers last season. 


The pro personnel department figures prominently in the Panthers’ plans again this season with 
the signing of running back Steven Davis, quarterback Jake Delhomme and guard Doug Brzezinski, 
who all are expected to compete for starting positions. 


Mark has been scouring for hidden gems since 1998 when he joined the scouting department. He 
was named the Panthers director of pro scouting after working as the Panthers manager of foot- 
ball operations. As director of pro scouting, he coordinates advance scouting as well as the 
evaluation of NFL Europe players and personnel evaluations of free agents and unrestricted free 
agents throughout the League. 


When a player is injured during the course of the season, the first department contacted is pro 
personnel to provide a list of possible replacements. As a result, the department constantly pours 
through video during the course of a year to stay abreast of players on other teams as well as 
players not currently on rosters. 


Mark is a 1990 graduate of the University of Kansas, where he was a three-year letterman and 
three-year starter for the Jayhawks, serving as team captain his senior season. He earned a 1993 
masters degree in sports administration from Ohio University and joined the Panthers in July, 
1994, starting in the ticket department. A native of Chicago, IL, Mark is a graduate of Barrington 
HS. Mark and his wife, Yvette, live in Charlotte, and he has run marathons around the country.

After working behind the scenes since the inception of the organization, Tony Softli moves to 
the forefront with the retirement of Jack Bushofsky. As Director of College Scouting, Tony will 
be in charge of the Panthers college scouting department, regarded as the lifeline of any pro- 
fessional football team. He will be in charge of organizing and conducting the college draft, 
overseeing the evaluation of college prospects and serving as the department's computer liaison 
for development and testing. He also works to sign college free agents at the conclusion of the 
draft, but Softli’s ultimate responsibility will be working with General Manager Marty Huey 
and head coach John Fox to find the best players for the Panthers in the college draft. 


It is an ominous challenge, but one for which Tony has diligently prepared. Joining the Panthers 
as a regional scout in 1995, Tony worked in that capacity for five years before being named 
Director of College Scouting in May of 2000. Since that time, the Panthers have enjoyed three 
of their most productive drafts, acquiring NFL defensive rookie of the year Julius Peppers, 
Associated Press All-Pro Kris Jenkins and Pro Bowl returner Steve Smith. 


Prior to joining the Panthers, Tony spent four seasons at the University of Washington as an 
undergraduate and graduate assistant coach. Coaching running backs, he also coordinated junior 
college recruiting throughout the nation for the Huskies. During his time at Washington, the 
school won the 1991 National Championship and PAC-10 titles in 1991 and 1991, with back-to- 
back Rose Bowl appearances in 1992 and 1993. Before going to Washington, Tony worked in 
minor league football, serving as head coach and general manager of Britain's Blackpool Falcons 
in 1990 and head coach and director of player personnel for the Seattle Cavaliers from 1988-89. 


A linebacker at Washington, Tony was a member of the Huskies team that won the 1979 Sun 
Bowl. He played six years of minor league football with the Seattle Cavaliers from 1980-82 and 
Eastside Express from 1983-85. Tony earned his bachelor’s degree in photography and worked on 
a master's in business administration while he was a graduate assistant.

Those were the top two picks during the NFL draft weekend as the 
NFL unofficially opened its 2003 season with its selection of college 
players. And were the fans ever ready! A total of 29 million people 
watched all or part of the two-day coverage on ESPN. That's 3.6 mil- 


lion more viewers than 2002. The draft, an offseason NEL event, 
out-pulled all in-season sports events on television over the weekend, including the NBA 
and NHL playoffs. On both cable and over-the-air TV, the NFL Draft outranked the afore- 
mentioned playoffs as well as a NASCAR race and PGA golf tournament. 
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Hal has been a mainstay of the Panthers scouting department since 1995 and provides a combi- 
nation of invaluable experience and expertise that is the product of a lifetime in football. Prior 
to joining the Panthers, Hal worked two years as a pro scouting consultant to the San Francisco 
49ers in 1993 and 1994 and coached offensive lines in the NFL 11 years prior to that. He spent 
four seasons at Cleveland from 1988-92, four with Pittsburgh from 1985-88, and three with the 
Baltimore/Indianapolis Colts, finishing the 1984 season as the Colts interim head coach. 


Before entering the NFL, Hal spent 14 seasons as a college coach, serving four years as head coach 
at California (PA) State University from 1978-81 after working as an assistant at Maryland, Duke, 
Kentucky, Indiana and West Virginia.

He also averaged 23.5 yards on 49 kickoff 
returns for 1,150 yards with a long of 41 and 2.5 yards on two punt returns for five 
yards, Michael averaged 25.8 yards on six kickoff returns for 155 yards and recorded 
a special teams tackle at San Diego (9/9) and averaged 27.8 yards on six kickoff 
returns for 167 yards, including a season long 41-yarder at Green Bay (9/24). He also 
returned a punt for no yards against the Packers, He averaged 28.6 yards on five kick- 
off returns for 143 yards versus Kansas City (9/30), including a 41-yarder that 
matched his season long. At the New York Giants (10/7), he established a season high 
with a kickoff return average of 30.7 yards on three returns for 92 yards and also 
notched a special teams tackle. He gained 35 yards on two kickoff returns and also 
tallied two special teams stops at Dallas (10/15) before registering 35 yards on two 
kickoff returns, five yards on a punt return and a special teams tackle versus Carolina 
(10/21). Michael totalled 57 yards on three kickoff returns and two special teams 
tackles versus the New York Giants (10/28), 76 yards on three kickoff returns, three 
special teams tackles and one forced fumble versus Seattle (11/4), 36 yards on two 
kickoff returns at Denver (11/18), and 21 yards on one kickoff return and one special 
teams tackle at Philadelphia (11/25). Versus Dallas (12/2) he averaged 24.8 yards on 
five kickoff returns for 124 yards prior to contributing one kickoff return for 15 yards

he registered since joining the Panthers in 1996. It marked his third consecutive selec- 
tion as a special teams player and the fifth straight season he was chosen for the NEL’s 
all-star game. He was named to the team as the kick returner in 1996 and 1997. 
Michael was named All-NFL and AIl-NFC by Pro Football Weekly and first-team All-Pro 
by Football Digest. He led the team with a 22.4 yard kickoff return average on 42 
returns for 941 yards, including a 92-yard touchdown, and returned seven punts for 
31 yards. He contributed five carries for 13 yards and five catches for 38 yards on 
offense.

13399: Named to the NFC Pro Bowl squad as the special teams coverage specialist 
for the second consecutive season, Michael earned his fourth straight Pro Bowl appear- 
ance, matching tight end Wesley Walls for the team record. As a special teamer, 
Michael was named to the All-NFL team and the All-NFC team by Pro Football Weekly. 
A key contributor for special teams coverage units that ranked second in the League 
in both average drive start and opponents’ punt return average, Michael totalled 11 
tackles, a forced fumble and a blocked punt, his team-record third with the Panthers 
and the fourth of his career. As a kick returner, he set a team record with two returns 
for touchdown, including a team-record 100-yarder at Atlanta (10/31), while averag- 
ing 24.8 yards on 52 returns for 1,287 yards. Switched from wide receiver to running 
back in mini-camp, Michael had a reception for two yards and three carries for 12 
yards. He recorded his lone reception at New Orleans (9/12), returned two kickoffs for 
64 yards and had a special teams tackle versus Jacksonville (9/19), and tallied two 
kickoff returns for 51 yards and made a special teams tackle versus Cincinnati (9/26) 
before forcing a fumble on special teams that led to the team’s second touchdown at 
Washington (10/3) in addition to contributing four kickoff returns for 53 yards and a 
tackle. Among his two returns for 112 yards at San Francisco (10/17), he produced a 
72-yarder that set-up the team’s second touchdown. After returning three kickoffs for 
50 yards versus Detroit (10/24), he compiled 180 yards on five returns at Atlanta 
(10/31), including a team-record and personal-best 100-yarder for a touchdown, the 
third of his career.

In his 
next five games, Michael had six returns for 156 yards at St. Louis (11/14), one return 
for 28 yards and a team-high three special teams stops at Cleveland (11/21), two 
returns for 33 yards and a special teams tackle versus Atlanta (11/28), five returns for 
125 yards versus St, Louis (12/5), and five returns for 113 yards with a long of 60 and 
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a special teams tackle at Green Bay (12/12). He blocked a punt that set up a field goal 
and returned a kick five yards versus San Francisco (12/18) and returned six kickoffs 
for 97 yards at Pittsburgh (12/26) before ending the season in high fashion with an 
electrifying 95-yard return for a touchdown among his two returns for 123 yards 
versus New Orleans (1/2). 799: Switching his Pro Bowl recognition from returner 
to coverman, Michael made his third consecutive trip to Honolulu to represent the 
Panthers, this time for his defensive special teams skills. Also honored as an All-NFC 
performer by Pro Football Weekly, Michael collected six special teams tackles and a 
blocked punt, the third of his career. As a kickoff returner, Michael continued to excel, 
returning 59 kickoffs for 1,480 yards and a 25.1-yard average with one touchdown, a 
99-yarder at Indianapolis (12/27). His 25.1-yard average ranked him fourth in the 
NEC. He had a return of 30 or more yards in 11 of the 14 games in which he returned 
a kick. Michael began the season by averaging 30.3 yards on four returns with a long 
of 45 versus Atlanta (9/6). After registering one return for 28 yards versus Green Bay 
(9/27) in action limited by a knee injury, Michael set career marks for kickoff returns 
and kickoff return yards in a game with nine returns for 200 yards and a long of 31 
at Atlanta (10/4). Michael was a Sunday inactive at St Louis (11/22) with a sore left 
hamstring. He totalled 131 yards on six returns with a long of 45 at the Jets (11/29) 
before being listed as a Sunday inactive versus San Francisco (12/6) with soreness in 
his left hamstring.

19997: In his second 
season with the Panthers, Michael lived up to the standard he set a year before, earn- 
ing Pro Bowl honors for the second consecutive season in addition to a variety of other 
postseason accolades, including All-Pro honors from Sports Illustrated (Dr. 2); Pro 
Football Weekly; Sporting News; and Football Digest. He also earned All-NFC nods from 
Pro Football Weekly and Football News. His 27.3-yard kickoff return average led the NFL 
for the second straight season, making him the first player to lead the NFL in kickoff 
return average in successive seasons since San Francisco's Abe Woodson (NFL) and 
Houston's Bobby Jancik (AFL) did so in 1962-63, He posted three returns longer than 
50 yards and averaged more than 30 yards per return in four games. In 12 of the 14 
games in which he fielded a kick, Michael recorded at least one return for more than 
30 yards. He also finished third on the team with 14 special teams tackles, two stops 
shy of leader Dwight Stone. Michael averaged 31.3-yards on three retums for 91 yards 
and a long of 37 versus Washington (8/31) before he was held without a return in a 
9-6 win at Atlanta (9/7). He posted two returns for 75 yards at San Diego (9/14), 
including a 56-yarder. Versus Kansas City Michael had six returns for 150 yards, including 
a 50-yard effort before recording four returns for 126 yards, a 31.5-yard average, with 
a long of 53 yards versus San Francisco (9/29).

Michael 
strained his knee covering a punt at St. Louis (11/17) and registered no returns. His 
knee injury forced him to miss games at Houston (11/24) and versus Tampa Bay 
(12/1). At San Francisco, he had three returns for 99 yards, including a game-turning 
58-yard return in the second quarter to set up a score in a critical 30-24 win. Versus 
Baltimore (12/15) he returned four kickoffs for 74 yards before returning two kickoffs 
for 59 yards versus Pittsburgh (12/22). In the playoffs, Michael had a season-high five 
returns for 155 yards versus Dallas (1/5/97), including a 51-yarder, before notching 
59 yards on four kickoff returns at Green Bay (1/12/97) in the NEC Championship. 
1955: Waived by Seattle (8/27), Michael was claimed by the Panthers (8/28) and 
traded to Cleveland for linebacker Travis Hill. He tied for fifth on the Browns with 
eight special teams tackles in addition to returning nine kickoffs for 176 yards. 
Inactive at San Diego (12/3) and versus Pittsburgh (11/26), Michael had several 
notable games; recording three tackles on special teams in addition to notching two 
kickoff returns for 32 yards versus Kansas City (9/24), gaining 57 yards on two kick- 
off returns versus Buffalo (10/2), recording a special teams tackle and three kickoff 
returns for 44 yards versus Jacksonville (10/22), and returning one kickoff 19 yards 
versus Houston (11/5). 19S3e%: Michael played in 15 games for Seattle, contributing 
as a reserve wide receiver and on special teams. He had five receptions for 112 yards 
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and a touchdown on the season, in addition to 26 kickoff returns for a 19,5-yard average. 
His first NEL touchdown came versus the Raiders (9/11) when he hauled in a 40-yard 
Rick Mirer pass in week two. Versus Denver (10/9), he also had a 39-yard reception. 
On special teams he recorded four tackles for the year in addition to a blocked punt 
at Indianapolis (10/2). 7999: Michael distinguished himself as one of the AFC's 
top special teams performers, earning honors as an alternate selection to the Pro Bowl 
for his coverage ability. His 22 special teams stops set a Seahawks single-season 
record. In addition to a team-high two forced fumbles and two fumble recoveries, he 
had three-tackle performances at Cincinnati (9/26), at Detroit (10/17), versus 
Cleveland (11/14), and versus Pittsburgh (12/19). Versus Cincinnati, Michael downed 
a punt at the Bengals four yard line with the Seahawks trailing 10-9 with 4:43 left in 
the game to set up a game-winning fumble recovery for touchdown on the next play. 
He averaged a team-high 20.1 yards on 30 kickoff returns and had 164 yards on four 
punt returns, including a career-long 46-yard return versus Kansas City (11/14). 
49392: Michael was a sixth-round selection (150th overall) but did not join the 
Seahawks until 1993 because of Olympic track and field commitments.

A first team 
All-Big East selection as a senior in 2001, Dee carried 172 times for 1,031 yards and nine 
touchdowns to post the fifth highest single-season rushing total in school history and 
become the first Syracuse player since 1989 to surpass the 1,000 yard rushing mark. He also 
registered 14 receptions for 90 yards and two touchdowns. In the season finale versus 
Rutgers, Dee amassed 239 yards rushing and three touchdowns, the most yards ever by an 
Orangemen player in the Carrier Dome and the second-highest single-game rushing total in 
Syracuse history.

He posted his first 
NFL start versus Detroit (10/4) and collected four tackles and a pass defensed before pro- 
ducing nine tackles, two passes defensed and the first forced fumble and first fumble 
recovery of his NFL career at Arizona (10/11), His blocked extra point came at Detroit 
(11/15) on an attempt by Jason Hanson and he recovered a fumble at Atlanta (11/22). 
Terry victimized Brett Favre at Green Bay (12/13) for his first career interception. 
1997: Originally signed by Chicago as an undrafted rookie free agent (8/25), Terry 
played in six games and accounted for three tackles and a pass defensed on defense and 
four special teams tackles. He attended training camp and was waived (8/24) and signed 
to the team’s practice squad (8/26). Signed to the active roster (10/25), he received his 
first NFL action at Miami (10/27). He stepped in for an injured Tom Carter and recorded 
two tackles versus the New York Jets (11/16) but did not play versus Tampa Bay (11/23).

A retail major, Terry Sean Cousin and his wife, Carmen, 
have a daughter, Zahria Sanoe, and reside in Charlotte.

49956: Originally drafted in the fourth round (103rd overall) by Washington, 
Stephen saw action in 12 games and rushed for 139 yards and two touchdowns on 23 
carries, averaging 6.0 yards per attempt, while playing behind Terry Allen. In his first 
NFL contest at the New York Giants (9/15), he rushed for 57 yards on six attempts, 
scoring his first NFL touchdown on a 39-yard run.

Stephen 
was chosen as the National Player of the Year by Football News and Offensive Player of 
the Year by USA Today as a senior at Spartanburg (SC) HS after gaining a school-record 
2,448 rushing yards and scoring 32 touchdowns to lead the team to the Class 4A state 
title in 1991. Overall, he amassed 4,501 rushing yards on 535 carries with 53 touch- 
downs and 5,425 all-purpose yards. Also, Stephen won the state 100-meter dash title 
three times and still holds the state record with a time of 10.40. He broke the record 
with a time of 10.20 but his performance was declared to be wind-aided and did not 
stand. A vocational education major, he helped build a Habitat for Humanity home in 
Washington, D.C. through the United Way's Hometown Huddle program in 1999. 
Stephen and his wife, Dee Dee, have a son, Stephen Jr., and three daughters, Dentia, 
Sherrell and Stephanie, and live in Columbia, SC.

career and equalled his career-high with starts at strongside 
linebacker in all 15 games he played. Re-united with defensive 
coordinator Jack Del Rio, who served as his position coach in 
New Orleans in 1998, he led the team and set career highs with 
127 tackles and a team-record seven forced fumbles, emerging as 
an integral part of a defense that ended the season ranked second 
in the NFL, the highest in team history. He equalled his personal 
best with two fumble recoveries and ranked third on the team 
with 7.5 sacks, a half-sack shy of his personal-best set in 1997 
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with New Orleans, and also was responsible for one interception, eight quarterback hur- 
ries and five passes defensed, a figure that equalled his career high set in 1998. The only 
Panthers linebacker to start more than 10 games, Mark’s 127 stops surpassed his previous 
best of 112 set in 1996 with New Orleans and included five games in which he collected 
at least 11 tackles and six games in which he led or tied for the team lead in tackles. It 
marked his third consecutive season with at least 100 tackles and his sixth overall. It also 
stands as the second season of his career during which he led his team in tackles, His 
seven forced fumbles bettered Sam Mills’ team record of six set in 1995. He notched at 
least one sack in the final five games of the season, a streak that tied the second longest 
in team history, and his total of 7.5 sacks helped make Carolina one of two NFL teams to 
boast five players with at least five sacks in 2002. Nursing a left shoulder strain he suf- 
fered at New England (8/23) during the preseason, he registered six tackles and a batted 
pass in the season opener versus Baltimore (9/8) and notched six tackles and an inter- 
ception off of Lions quarterback Mike McMahon versus Detroit (9/15), His fourth career 
interception set up Carolina’s first score of the game as he helped the defense allow a 
season-low 122 total net yards. At Minnesota (9/22), Mark recorded six tackles, one quar- 
terback hurry and a key forced fumble in the fourth quarter that set up the team’s 
go-ahead touchdown prior to collecting four tackles and two batted passes at Green Bay 
(9/29) and nine stops, two quarterback hurries and two passes defensed versus Arizona 
(10/6). He posted seven tackles, one quarterback hurry and one forced fumble at Dallas 
(10/13) in addition to returning a lateral from Julius Peppers for 30 yards after Peppers 
notched an interception. After an injured groin caused Mark to be inactive at Atlanta 
(10/20), he returned versus Tampa Bay (10/27) to lead the team with a career-high 14 
tackles in addition to tallying his first sack of the season when he tackled Buccaneers 
quarterback Rob Johnson. Mark's 14 tackles surpassed his previous personal best of 13 
stops that had been recorded most recently at Philadelphia (9/9/01) while he was with 
St. Louis. He led the team in tackles for the second consecutive game with 11 tackles and 
also accounted for two quarterback hurries versus New Orleans (11/10), produced six tack- 
les, one forced fumble and one quarterback hurry at Tampa Bay (11/17) and tallied four 
tackles versus Atlanta (11/24). He led the Panthers with 1.5 sacks of Cleveland quarter- 
back Tim Couch and tied for team honors with 11 tackles at Cleveland (12/1), including 
a key fourth quarter play when he sacked Couch and forced a fumble that led to the team’s 
final field goal. His effort against the Browns helped the defense yield a season-low six 
points. After matching his career high with two sacks and contributing nine tackles and 
a forced fumble versus Cincinnati (12/8), Mark amassed a career-high 15 tackles along 
with a sack of quarterback Tommy Maddox at Pittsburgh.

2002: Kris blossomed in his second season with Carolina, starting a career-high 
16 games at defensive tackle and achieving personal bests with 60 tackles, seven 
sacks, 24 quarterback hurries and four batted passes in addition to contributing one 
blocked field goal on special teams. He was a significant contributor to a defense that 
ended the season ranked second in the NFL, the highest season-ending standing in 
team history, and became the only team since the NFL merger in 1970 to improve from 
last to second in the NFL in a span of one season. A first-team All-Pro selection by 
The Associated Press and second-team choice by Football Digest, Kris was a first-alter- 
nate for the Pro Bowl and played in the game in place of injured Tampa Bay defensive 
tackle Warren Sapp. His seven sacks ranked third among NFC defensive lineman and 
third on the team as he was part of a defensive line that ranked third in the NFL with 
39 sacks. His sack total also helped make Carolina one of only two teams in the NFL 
to feature five players with at least five sacks. His contributions against the run were 
a primary reason the defense yielded an NFL-low 3.7 yards per rushing attempt and 
led the League in sacks per pass play. After opening the season with one sack of

He tied for the team lead with five catches for 39 yards and ran a lateral 
for a career-long 20 yards at Pittsburgh (12/15) prior to accumulating a team-high five catches 
for 22 yards, including a three-yard touchdown, versus Chicago (12/22) and leading the 
team with seven catches and 95 receiving yards at New Orleans (12/29). 20000: Muhsin 
started the 11 games he played and was inactive for five contests with injuries. He finished 
second on the team with 50 catches for 585 yards and a touchdown.

Included in his totals was a five-game stretch to close the 
season in which he recorded 48 receptions for 514 yards and three touchdowns and vaulted 
from a tie for seventh in the NFC in receptions and 15 catches behind the leader to first in 
the standings. Muhsin tallied a team-high six catches for 48 yards at Washington (9/3) 
before notching his ninth career 100-yard receiving outing with 108 yards and a three-yard 
touchdown catch on a team-high eight receptions at San Francisco (9/10), as he and Donald 
Hayes, who totalled 115 receiving yards, became the third tandem in team history to post 
100-yard receiving efforts in the same game. Muhsin collected five catches for 34 yards 
versus Atlanta (9/17), including a nine-yard touchdown reception. He accounted for a team- 
high 52 receiving yards on five receptions and rushed for five yards on a reverse versus Dallas

72S: A starter in 15 games and inactive for one contest, Muhsin was 
selected to his first Pro Bowl after posting career-highs and team season records with 96 
catches for 1,253 yards. He led the NFC in receptions and ranked fourth in receiving yards 
while bettering Raghib Ismail’s team marks of 69 receptions and 1,024 receiving yards 
established in 1998. Muhsin recorded five 100-yard receiving outings en route to teaming 
with Patrick Jeffers to give Carolina its first pair of receivers in team history to each sur- 
pass the 1,000 receiving yard plateau in the same season.

As a junior (1994), Muhsin was co- 
winner of the most improved player award after making 10 catches for 161 yards and two 
touchdowns along with 16 special teams stops. 
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PERSONAL: Muhsin's first name is Arabic for “charitable” or “one who does good 
deeds.” True to his birthright, Muhsin’s charity organization, The M2 Foundation for Kids, 
is dedicated to enhancing the educational and physical development of children. Through 
creative and positive interaction with young people, the organization's goal is to motivate 
and help youth improve educational achievement and develop personal competencies for 
becoming healthy productive adults. During the offseason, the foundation sponsored a 
“Back to Nature” camping trip for 16 young persons to the Great Smokey Mountains in 
Tennessee where they experienced two days of nature hikes, horseback riding and group 
educational sessions and toured local attractions. He also serves as the local spokesperson 
for Muscular Dystrophy Association. His five-year relationship with the organization has 
helped to raise funds and awareness for the group. Through his foundation, he conducts an 
annual football camp that raises money for Muscular Dystrophy along with a Christmas toy 
drive. He also serves as spokesperson for Men For Change, a group that generates money and 
awareness for a battered women’s shelter. In 1999, Muhsin was named the Panthers “Man of 
the Year” for his efforts in the community. An all-state linebacker and running back at 
Waverly (MI) HS in Lansing, Muhsin earned three letters in football in addition to two in 
basketball and track. Bom Muhsin Muhammad II in Lansing, Muhsin and his wife, Christa, 
have two daughters, Jordan Taylor and Chase Soen, and a son, Muhsin II, and live in 
Charlotte. Muhsin’s name is pronounced Moo-SIN Moo-HAH-maad.

He was the team’s inactive third quarterback for each of 
the last four reqular season games behind starter Erik Kramer and reserve Andre Ware. 
7992: Rodney rebounded from an Achilles’ injury that prematurely ended his. 1991 
season to start all 10 games he played for Detroit and complete 123-of-213 passes for 1,702 
yards and nine touchdowns with nine interceptions and a quarterback rating of 80.0. He also 
rushed 21 times for 83 yards. In the season opener at Chicago (9/6), he completed 18-of-26 
passes for 273 yards and two touchdowns with one interception, including a 27-yard touch- 
down to Willie Green with more than a minute remaining that gave the Lions the lead and 
the victory. Despite suffering a sprained right foot during the game, Rodney established a 
career high with 323 yards passing versus Tampa Bay (9/27) and also set season-highs with 
20 completions, 31 pass attempts and a 78-yard touchdown pass to Jeff Campbell. He later 
threw a season-high three touchdowns at Tampa Bay (10/25), Lions Head Coach Wayne 
Fontes held Rodney out of the last six games of the season because of a sprained right foot. 
199 1: Rodney started the first eight games of the season for Detroit before being placed 
on injured reserve (10/30) with a torn Achilles’ tendon that ended his season. He guided the 
Lions to a 5-2 mark through their first seven games and threw for 1,339 yards and five touch- 
downs on 116-of-194 passing with nine interceptions and a 69.9 quarterback rating. He also 
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registered 25 carries for 125 yards and two touchdowns. A groin injury versus Denver (7/27) 
in the Hall of Fame Game sidelined him for the remainder of the preseason, However, he 
rebounded versus Green Bay (9/8) in his second start of the season to complete 25-of-38 
passes for 271 yards and a touchdown. Rodney injured his Achilles tendon after completing 
his first three pass attempts versus Dallas (10/27) and was placed on injured reserve (10/30), 
missing the Lions journey to the NFC Championship game where they lost at Washington. 
79990: In his second season, Rodney started all 11 games he played for Detroit and ranked 
fifth in the NFC with a quarterback rating of 79.8 after completing 142-of-271 passes for 
1,974 yards with 13 touchdowns and eight interceptions. His 3.0 interception rate was the 
second-lowest ever recorded by the Lions. Rodney also was the team’s second-leading rusher 
with 365 yards and six touchdowns on 48 carries. He led the Lions with a career-high 97 yards 
rushing at Tampa Bay (9/23), including a nine-yard touchdown mun. He also connected on 
17-of-26 pass attempts for 169 yards and one touchdown with no interceptions, including 
success on 10-of-13 pass attempts in the second half. Rodney suffered a pulled hamstring 
versus Green Bay (9/30) that sidelined him for contests at Minnesota (10/7) and at Kansas 
City (10/14).

He guided the Lions to a team-record 21 points 
in the first quarter and completed 11-of-24 passes for 178 yards and a touchdown with one 
interception in a Monday Night game versus the Los Angeles Raiders (12/10). Rodney enjoyed 
his first career 300-yard passing day versus Chicago (12/16), throwing for 316 yards and a 
career-high four touchdowns on 18-of-27 passing with two interceptions. His scoring throws 
were one, 20, 44 and 68 yards. Y\&IS: Originally selected by Detroit in the sixth round 
(141st overall), Rodney started all eight games he played and was named all-rookie by 
Football Digest. He completed 103-of-195 passes for 1,479 yards and five touchdowns with 
nine interceptions, earning a 67.0 quarterback rating. He also rushed for 148 yards and four 
touchdowns on 33 attempts. Rodney was named the starter for the season opener before 
injuring his right knee in the preseason finale at the Los Angeles Rams (9/2). His NFL debut 
as a starter came versus Pittsburgh (10/1) and he completed 15-of-30 passes for 160 yards, 
one touchdown and an interception before leaving the game in the fourth quarter after 
aggravating his knee injury. At Tampa Bay (10/8), Rodney led the Lions to their first win of 
the season on a five-yard touchdown mun on fourth down. He also completed 17-of-31 passes 
for 268 yards with one touchdown and two interceptions and rushed for 78 yards and a touch- 
down on 10 carries against the Bucs to eam NFC Offensive Player of the Week honors. 
Included in his totals was his first career touchdown pass, a 33-yarder to Robert Clark. 
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COLLEGE: Rodney concluded his career as Southern Cal's all-time leader for pass 
attempts, completions and passing yards. He posted a 31-17 mark as a starter for the Trojans 
while guiding the team to the Rose Bowl in each of his final two seasons. He ranks second 
all-time with 8,640 yards of total offense, 1,371 combined rushing and passing attempts and 
1,081 pass attempts. He ranks third all-time for completions and touchdown passes. He cur- 
rently ranks fourth in school history for a single season with 223 completions, 2,812 passing 
yards and 2,880 yards of total offense. Meanwhile, his five touchdown passes thrown versus 
Stanford in 1987 still stand as a school mark that was matched this season by Heisman 
Trophy winner Carson Palmer. A runner-up for the Heisman, winner of the Johnny Unitas 
Golden Arm Award and Pac-10 Offensive Player of the Year as a senior in 1988, Rodney com- 
pleted 223-of-359 passes for 2,812 yards and 18 touchdowns with 12 interceptions and also 
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of-332 passes for 2,709 yards and 21 touchdowns with 12 interceptions as a junior in 
1987. Rodney threw for 2,138 yards and 10 touchdowns with 15 interceptions on 160-of- 
305 passing as a sophomore in 1986. He connected on 50-of- 85 passes for 566 yards and 
five touchdowns with three interceptions his freshman year in 1985. He also was an All-Pac 
10 third baseman for the Southern Cal baseball team in 1988 after hitting .338 with 12 
home runs and 46 RBI as a senior. After batting .297 with 18 home runs and 84 RBI in 
three years of baseball, Rodney was selected by the Oakland A's in the 13th round of the 
1989 college draft. 
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PERSONAL: Rodney and his wife, Holly, started the HollyRod Foundation which 
seeks to provide fininancial, physical and emotional suppport to Parkinson's patients and 
their families/caregivers. Rodney's father, Willie Peete, is a retired pro scout for the Chicago 
Bears who also served as an assistant coach on both the college and professional level during 
the previous three decades. His cousin, Calvin Peete, is a professional golfer, Rodney spent 
one season at Shawnee Mission (KS) HS, where he eared All-America honors at quarterback 
following three years at Sahuaro HS in Tuscon, AZ, where he was named Arizona High School 
Athlete of the Year as a junior. Rodney also lettered in baseball and basketball and was 
selected by the Toronto Blue Jays in the 30th round of the free agent baseball draft in 1984. 
Rodney Peete is married to actress Holly Robinson. The couple has twins, Rodney Jackson and 
Ryan Elizabeth, and a son, Robinson James.

Marshall Faulk’s 2,147 yards for St. Louis and Derrick Mason's 2,004 yards for 
Tennessee, His total surpassed the previous team mark of 1,480 yards set by Bates in 
1998, At Minnesota (9/9), Steve returned the game's opening kickoff 93 yards for a 
touchdown and finished with 134 yards on three kickoff returns, 25 yards on three 
punt returns and 16 receiving yards on his first NFL catch. His kickoff return for a 
touchdown was the first score in the NFL for the 2001 campaign and made him the 
first player to return a season-opening kickoff for a touchdown since Drew Hill of the 
Los Angeles Rams returned a kick 98 yards versus St. Louis (9/7/80). He also became 
the first player since Terry Fair of Detroit (9/6/98) to return a kickoff for a touch- 
down in his first NFL game. His 44.67 kickoff return average set a team record, 
eclipsing Bates’ mark of 38.50 yards set at Indianapolis (12/27/98). Steve registered 
four kickoff returns for 104 yards, one reception for 11 yards and five punt returns 
for 102 yards versus New Orleans (10/14), including a 70-yarder for a touchdown in 
the fourth quarter.

Lester also did not start at Minnesota (11/19) when the defense 
opened in an alignment to counter the pass, but still produced six stops against the 
Vikings. He registered a forced fumble and fumble recovery on the same play in addition 
to posting 10 tackles at Kansas City (12/10). He tallied a team-high and season-high 12 
tackles at Oakland (12/24) in the season finale. 
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COLLEGE: Lester was the starting middle linebacker for all but four contests 
during his final three seasons at the University of Washington and ended his college 
career with 259 tackles and 40 tackles for a loss, seven forced fumbles, two fumble 
recoveries, 11 sacks and nine passes defensed. Named the Defensive Most Valuable 
Player by his teammates as a senior in 1999, Lester started the first 10 games of the 
season at middle linebacker and earned All-Pac 10 honorable mention, finishing second 
on the team with 69 tackles, including nine stops for a loss, in addition to a fumble 
recovery and three passes defensed. Slowed his junior season in 1998 by offseason 
surgery following an injury to his right foot, Lester appeared in 10 games with seven 
starts and ranked second on the team with 63 tackles, including 10 for a loss, and also 
registered 4.5 sacks, two forced fumbles and a pass defensed. As a sophomore, in 1997, 
Lester started all 11 contests and accumulated a team-high 89 tackles, including 16 
stops for losses, five sacks, two forced fumbles, one fumble recovery and four passes 
defensed. He played in all 11 games as a redshirt freshman in 1996, recording two 
starts, and was responsible for 38 tackles, 1.5 sacks, five stops for losses, three forced 
fumbles and a pass defensed. He also registered a safety versus Oregon.

Playing as a reserve in preseason contests at Jacksonville (8/10), versus New England 
(8/18) and at Baltimore (8/23), he earned his start in the final preseason contest on the 
strength of his performance against the Ravens. Entering the contest during the second 
quarter, Chris completed 15-of-25 passes for 190 yards with no touchdowns and one inter- 
ception while engineering scoring drives that produced 13 Carolina points, including an 
85-yard march on the team’s final possession that produced the game-winning field goal 
and enabled the Panthers to overcome a 17-0 deficit in a 20-17 defeat of the Super Bowl 
champions.

At Atlanta (9/23), Chris threw for 276 yards on 27- 
of-41 passing with no touchdowns and no interceptions, recording his first interception-free 
game of the season and establishing a season-high with a 65.85 completion percentage, He 
also rushed once for a five-yard touchdown. He connected on 18-of-30 passes for 160 yards 
with a touchdown and an interception versus Green Bay (9/30), including a three-yard 
touchdown to Wesley Walls, and also rushed for five yards on three attempts. In an ESPN 
Sunday Night game at San Francisco (10/7), he totalled 275 yards on 29-of-47 passing with 
one touchdown and three interceptions. His lone touchdown pass was a 10-yarder to Walls, 
and his 29 completions tied a team single-game record and his 47 attempts ranked as the 
second-highest total in team history. Chris was successful on 21-of-39 passes for 196 yards 
and two touchdowns with one interception versus New Orleans (10/14), including scoring 
passes of nine yards to Donald Hayes and 23 yards to Walls. After a first half that included 
two fumbles and an interception, he sparked a Panthers rally by completing 14-of-19 passes 
for 125 yards and two touchdowns in the second half. Chris completed 24-of-35 passes for 
226 yards and a touchdown with four interceptions versus Washington (10/21), including a 
two-yard touchdown to Walls, and connected on 12-of-34 passes for 76 yards and no touch- 
downs with an interception versus the New York Jets (10/28), prior to completing 
nine-of-21 passes for 158 yards and no touchdowns with one interception at Miami (11/4) 
before being removed from the contest in the third quarter with an injured right shoulder. 
He also ran once for 16 yards against the Dolphins. The inactive third quarterback at St. 
Louis (11/11) with an injured right shoulder, Chris returned versus San Francisco (11/18) 
to connect on 22-of-41 passes for 177 yards and two touchdowns with no interceptions. He 
threw touchdown passes of 13 yards to Richard Huntley and 24 yards to Walls while notch- 
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ing his second interception-free contest of the season. Versus Atlanta (11/25), he completed 
17-of-31 passes for 171 yards and no touchdowns and two interceptions in addition to 
rushing for a season-high 38 yards on seven carries, including a 12-yard touchdown. 
He registered an 11-of-19 outing at New Orleans (12/2) for 161 yards and no touchdowns 
with no interceptions and collected touchdowns on his only two rushing attempts of the 
contest, scoring on a six-yarder and a one-yard plunge.

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COLLEGE: The only three-year starter at quarterback of the Bobby Bowden era at 
Florida State, Chris compiled a 32-3 record and completed 650-of-1,107 passes for 9,839 
yards and 79 touchdowns with 32 interceptions to rank as the Seminoles all-time leader 
in completions, attempts, touchdown passes and passing yards as well as becoming the 
only quarterback in college football history to throw for more than 9,500 yards and win 
a national championship. A consensus All-America as a senior in 2000, he earned the 
Heisman Trophy, the Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award and the Davey O'Brien Award as 
well as recognition as the Sammy Baugh Passer of the Year and ACC Player of the Year. 
Chris tallied seven 300-yard passing contests while completing 266-of-431 passes for 
4,167 yards and 33 touchdowns with 11 interceptions. He boasted a passer efficiency 
rating of 163.1 and averaged 347.2 yards passing per game, including efforts of 443 yards 
at Georgia Tech, 496 yards at Miami, a school-record 536 yards versus Duke and 521 yards 
versus Clemson. Chris rebounded from offseason neck surgery as a junior in 1999 to start 
11 games and guide the Seminoles to their second national championship, throwing for 
3,103 yards on 232-of-377 passing with 25 touchdowns and 14 interceptions. A second- 
team All-ACC choice and a finalist for the Davey O’Brien Award, given to the country’s top 
quarterback, he ranked seventh in the nation with a 145.1 passer efficiency rating, led 
the conference with an average of 282.1 passing yards per game and set a conference 
record with 237 consecutive passing attempts without an interception. As a sophomore 
in 1998, Chris started 10 games and completed 145-of-286 passes for 2,487 yards with 19 
touchdowns and six interceptions to rank second in the ACC with a 141.5 passing effi- 
ciency rating.

Rated the top high school 
quarterback in the country in 1989 as a senior at Cretin-Derham HS in St. Paul, MN, Chris 
was a Parade and USA Today first team All-America after finishing his 21-game high school 
career with 3,956 yards passing and 24 touchdown passes and leading his team to a state 
championship as a junior. Christopher Jon Weinke was a two-time ACC All-Academic 
selection and graduated with a degree in sports management in the fall of 2000.

There is an increased common-opponent emphasis with every team in a division playing against 
14 common opponents. 


All teams will play each other on a regular basis, home and away, for a more consistent presenta- 
tion of attractive games, eliminating the many schedule aberrations of the past. 


Teams are guaranteed to play all non-division opponents in their conference at least once every 
three years and at home at least once every six years. 


Every AFC team plays every NFC team once every four years and at home once every eight years. 


A team’s record from the previous year has less of a bearing on its schedule, with only two (rather 
than four) opponents being based on the previous year’s standings, thus eliminating the so-called 
“easy” fifth place schedules. 


The division in which a team resides is less of a factor in a team’s won-loss record with 10 of 16 
games each year being against non-division teams.

August 24 69,117 fans cram Williams-Brice Stadium in Columbia, South Carolina for the “Victory Bowl” or 
“Carolinas Kickoff Ill." The crowd represents the largest neutral-site attendance for an NFL exhibi- 
tion game in 10 years. 

September 13 Richardson Sports submits a formal community application for a Carolinas NFL franchise along with 
a $100,000 deposit. This application outlines demographics and other market statistics and 
NationsBank commitment to finance the stadium. 

September 30 Richardson Sports submits a partnership application for a Carolinas franchise. 


December 10 Richardson Sports representatives make Carolina's presentation to NFL Commissioner Paul 

Tagliabue, President Neil Austrian and their staff in New York. 
1992 

March 18 At the NFL owners meeting in Phoenix, the NFL reduces the number of expansion hopefuls from 11 to 
seven with the Carolinas’ bid making the cut. 

May 20 Atthe league meeting in Pasadena, California, the NFL cuts the list of expansion hopefuls to five com- 
munities — including the Carolinas. 

September | Jerry and Mark Richardson presenta stadium financing plan to NFL officials at a meeting in Charlotte. 


Although no details are revealed publicly, the Richardsons disclose that no public money would be 
used to finance the stadium. This financing plan involves the sale of Permanent Seat Licenses (PSLs). 


October 20 Atthe NFL owners meeting in Chicago, league officials delay expansion until 1993 because of a labor 

dispute invalving the players’ union collective bargaining agreement. 
1993 

March 23 At the league meeting in Palm Desert, California, NFL owners announce the final timetable for expan- 
sion with plans calling for two teams to be awarded in October 1993. 

April 20 The NFL gives approval to Richardson Sports’ plan to privately finance a 72,300-seat stadium with the 
sale of Permanent Seat Licenses (PSLs), 

May6 The NFL and its players reach a landmark settlement regarding a seven-year collective bargaining 
agreement, clearing the way for expansion. 

May 20 Jerry Richardson unveils a model and renderings of the Panther blue, silver and black, 72,300-seat 
stadium that would house an NFL expansion team for the Carolinas. 

May 25 At the owners meeting in Atlanta, the NFL announces the price for an expansion franchise — 
$140 million. 

July 1 A Fair Share Agreement between Richardson Sports and the NAACP spells out far-reaching oppor- 
tunities for minorities with the Carolinas NFL expansion team. 

July 1 The sale of luxury suites, club seats and PSLs officially begins with Richardson Sports receiving 15,000 


pieces of mail from first-day orders collected June 28-July 1. By the end of the first day, all 8,314 club 
seats sell out, and all 104 luxury suites are reserved and ultimately leased. (Later 33 additional suites 
are added to Carolinas Stadium.) First-day PSL orders total 41,632. 

August 31 Richardson Sports travels to New York to deliver its financing plan to the NFL. 

September 3 The ticket campaign for potential NFL expansion cities ends with the Carolinas receiving orders for 
104 luxury suites, 8,314 club seats and 49,724 PSLs. Deposits for luxury suites, club seats and PSLs 
total $54 million, representing a total pledge of $112.7 million. 

September 10 Richardson Sports delivers to the NFL term sheets for loans to construct a state-of-the-art stadium 
and purchase the franchise. 


September 13 Richardson Sports and Clemson University announce that the Carolinas NFL expansion team would 
play its first season (1995) in Clemson Memorial Stadium, known as “Death Valley.” 
September 22 Richardson Sports makes a 1 1/2-hour presentation to the NFL expansion and finance committees and 


league officials, including Commissioner Tagliabue. They report to the league that NationsBank and 
Wachovia have posted a $30-million guarantee to purchase unsold PSLs. Effectively, the stadium is 
sold out, and total money pledged is $1427 million.

In addition, they announce that the remaining 10,000 PSLs will remain on sale until 
they are sold out, In all, Panthers fans respond from 16 states and the District of Columbia during the 
week-long priority period, 


January 12 Jerry Richardson announces the hiring of veteran NFL executive Bill Polian as general manager and 
the promotion of Mike McCormack to club president. 

April 22 Led by owner and founder Jerry Richardson, the Carolina Panthers hold the groundbreaking ceremony 
at the stadium's uptown site. The construction is expected to take 27 months to complete. 

April 24 The Carolina Panthers move to the front of the 1995 draft order when owner and founder Jerry 


Richardson wins a coin flip with Wayne Weaver of the Jacksonville Jaguars during the NFL draft. 
Commissioner Paul Tagliabue flipped the coin at the NFL draft headquarters.

July 29 The Carolina Panthers defeat the Jacksonville Jaguars 20-14 inthe Hall of Fame Game, becoming the 
first NFL team to win its inaugural contest. 

September 3 The Panthers lose 23-20 in overtime to the Atlanta Falcons in the team's first regular-season game. 

October 15 The Panthers earn their first win in franchise history, defeating the New York Jets 26-15, highlighted

Seifert comes to Carolina after compiling an 108-35 (including playoffs) record in eight seasons at San 
Francisco, giving him the best winning percentage in NFL history (.755).

May 22 At the NFL Spring Meeting in Rosemont, Illinois, NFL owners unanimously approved the realignment of 
the League into eight four-team divisions when the Houstons Texans begin play in 2002. Carolina was 
placed in the NFC South division with Atlanta, New Orleans and Tampa Bay. 


2002 
January 25 The Panthers name John Fox as the third head coach in franchise history. This is the first head coach- 
ing position for Fox, who was the defensive coordinator for the New York Giants from 1997-2001. 
February 22 Marty Hurney promoted to General Manager from Director of Football Operations.

The team partners with the U.S. Marine Corps 
Reserve to collect new toys for underprivileged children in the 
ye Carolinas. The 2002 Toys for Tots drive collected more than 
f°! 2,300 toys and $8,500, the most in the history of the toy col- 
lection. 


Special Kids 


The Carolina Panthers Special Kids program invites terminally ill children and their fami- 
lies to attend Carolina Panthers football games. In addition to tickets to a game, the 
children are invited to watch pre-game warm-ups from the sidelines. Each child also 
receives a game worn jersey from the team. Local hospitals, doctors and health care agen- 
cies recommend children to the program. The Special Kids program has hosted a family at 
each home game since the team’s inception. 


Stuff the Bus 


Carolina Panthers fans are asked to help Stuff the Bus with much needed school supplies 
for students and teachers prior to a team’s preseason game. More than 1'/2 tons of school 
supplies were donated to Classroom Central, a free retail store for teachers, and 
Communities In Schools, a non-profit agency dedicated to providing services and supplies 
to students in need, in 2002.

Additionally, Smith is involved with 
the Panthers’ Speakers Bureau, mak- 
ing appearances at schools and 
non-profit agencies. 
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In 2003, Steve formed a partnership with Highland Renaissance Academy to offer Steve's 
Kickoff Club to the students. Steve visits with the kids and encourages them to be on time 
to school and to do their homework. Each quarter, Steve hosts a pizza party for students 
who have met the goals of the Kickoff club. 


CAROLINA PANTHERS CHARITIES 


During the 2002 season Carolina Panthers Charities awarded more than $350,000 in grants 
to non-profit service agencies in North Carolina and South Carolina. The single largest 
grant awarded last year, provided $100,000 to kickoff the fundraising efforts of Classroom 
Central, a retail store that allows teachers to shop for their students and classrooms, free 
of charge. 


Carolina Panthers Charities works year round to assess the needs of communities within 
North Carolina and South Carolina and to develop programs and partnerships that create 
opportunities for change. Our goal is to harness the resources and energy of the team, the 
NFL and our partners - corporate, civic and grassroots — to create athletic opportunities 
for children, to support their educational needs and to promote healthy lifestyles for 
families in the Carolinas. 


Carolina Panthers Charities was established in 1994, through the Foundation For the 
Carolinas. Donations are made yearly to educational, athletic, civic and health services 
organizations in North Carolina and South Carolina, Carolina Panthers Charities has 
awarded grants to agencies such as Advocates for Children’s Court, Arthritis Foundation, 
Youth Homes, Inc., Charlotte Regional Sports Commission and hundreds of other organi- 
zations that serve children and families in the Carolinas. 
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Carolina Panthers Scholarship Fund 


The Carolina Panthers Scholarship Fund was designed to assist college athletes in pursuit 
of graduate degrees. The fund provides four graduate level scholarships per year to stu- 
dent-athletes in North Carolina and South Carolina on the basis of leadership, citizenship 
and academic merit. Through the Carolina Panthers Scholarship Fund, one female athlete 
and one male football player in each state are recognized as outstanding student-athletes 
and awarded $5,000 graduate scholarships. 


Classroom Central 


During the winter of 2002, the Carolina 
Panthers partnered with the Charlotte 
Chamber and Charlotte-Mecklenburg 
Schools to create a retail store for teach- 
ers. The store, Classroom Central, offers 
teachers an opportunity to shop for their 
students and their classrooms, free of 
charge. Carolina Panthers Charities will 
contribute an additional $100,000 to the 
project during the next four years. 


Classroom Central brings the power and resources of major corporations into classrooms 
throughout our city by providing reclaimed, recycled and unused corporate products such 
as paper, crayons, carpet squares, computer discs and more for use by teachers and 
their students. 
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Classroom Central opened its doors to Charlotte Mecklenburg teachers on Tuesday, October 
8, 2002. Team President Mark Richardson and Panthers players were on hand to cut the 
ribbon. Teachers at Charlotte-Mecklenburg’s equity plus schools, schools with the highest 
economic need, are invited to shop at Classroom Central. 


In addition to the financial support offered by Carolina Panthers Charities, the team is 
actively involved in the administration, marketing and event planning for the store. 


Train Your Brain....Read 


Approximately 4,000 teens are encouraged to read each summer through the Carolina 
Panthers Train Your Brain...Read program. The Panthers first partnered with the Public 
Library of Charlotte-Mecklenburg County in 1999 to inspire kids to read for fun. The stu- 
dents are challenged to read at least 40 hours during the summer while having the 
opportunity to win great Panthers prizes, such as an autographed football and jersey. The 
Train Your Brain program is sponsored by Carolina Panthers Charities. 


CAROLINA PANTHERS 
JUNIOR TRAINING CAMP 


The Carolina Panthers Junior 
Training Camp brings the excite- 
ment of NFL football to 
youngsters in cities throughout 
North Carolina and South 
Carolina. The program works to 
reach a diverse population of 
children. Non-profit organiza- 
tions such as YMCA’s, Boys and 
Girls Clubs, Housing Authorities, 
recreation centers and elemen- 
tary schools continue to be great 
sites for JTC clinics. 


The Junior Training Camp is a free, non-contact, grass roots program designed to encour- 
age children to become more physically fit. Each camp begins with a motivational speech 
stressing the importance of teamwork, education, having fun and good sportsmanship. 


Each JTC consists of five stations that challenge youngsters in different areas of football 
while improving their coordination skills. Each station is designed to teach football posi- 
tion skills such as quarterback, running back, wide receiver, and kicker. Every child 
receives Carolina Panthers and Gatorade paraphernalia to remember this great experience. 
The Carolina Panthers Junior Training Camp is sponsored in part by Gatorade. 
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ERICSSONSIADIUM 


Made possible by the commitment of tens of thousands of Panthers fans throughout the 
Carolinas, the open-air, natural-grass Ericsson Stadium was constructed specifically for foot- 
ball and offers both amenities and sightlines unparalleled in the National Football Leaque. 
Designed by HOK Sports Facilities Group, Ericsson Stadium has proven to be a proud fixture 
in the Charlotte skyline. 


Now in its eighth season, Ericsson Stadium’s reputation has continued to grow, making it the 
model for new stadiums in other NFL markets. 


“It is very special,” said Robert Kraft, owner of the New England Patriots. “This is the future 
and the prototype of what every NFL city should have.” 


When Jerry Richardson first entertained the idea of bringing professional football to the 
Carolinas, he wanted to build a stadium that was privately financed and would be a fitting 
home to professional sports’ crown jewel: an NFL franchise. The result was Ericsson Stadium, 
a $187 million, privately financed feat of engineering and luxury, home to the Carolina 
Panthers since 1996 after the team played its first season in Clemson, SC. 


Reviews were enthusiastic from the beginning. Said Pittsburgh Steelers Owner Dan Rooney, 
“,.A first-class facility. I think it will do a lot for the team. But the fans are the ones that 
are going to like it, This is an amazing facility.” 

“Even though it's mammoth, it doesn’t overpower you,” said Cleveland Browns President and 
Chief Executive Officer Carmen Policy. “There seem to be so many fan amenities built into it 
that seem to say, ‘Welcome. You're going to enjoy seeing a football game here. You're going 
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to have a great event-type of experience’ 


The construction was partially financed through the sale of Permanent Seat Licenses, or PSLs, 
which provides the holder with the right to purchase season tickets to Carolina Panthers 
home games. Unveiled with prices that originally ranged from $600 to $5,400, depending on 
location, Panthers fans responded with orders for more than 41,632 PSLs during the first four 
days the seats were available, selling out more than 8,000 club seats and all 104 luxury 
suites. (Club seat capacity later was expanded to 11,000, and the total number of suites was 
increased to 158.) By the time the PSL drive ended in September 1993, Panthers fans had 
delivered a clear message to the NFL, which responded by unanimously awarding the League's 
29th franchise to the Carolinas. 


“The model I would hold out, and I hope the country will look at is the one Jerry Richardson 
and the leaders of Charlotte used in building what is the best football stadium in America 
without public funding through a very intelligent, very wise permanent seat license pro- 
gram,” said NFL Commissioner Paul Tagliabue at Super Bowl XXX. 


The PSLs represent more than $100 million of the total construction cost, financed entirely 
with private money. Led by Jerry Richardson, groundbreaking took place on April 22, 1994 
at the stadium's uptown site, beginning the two-plus year construction effort headed by a 
joint venture of F.N. Thompson of Charlotte and Turner Construction Company of New York. 


Ericsson Stadium was created to provide Panthers fans with an abundance of amenities, 
ranging from the individual cup and program holders to the generous ratio of concession 
and restroom facilities to gigantic scoreboards, a state-of-the art sound system and wide, 
comfortable seats, Said Richardson in his dedication of the stadium, “This stadium is dedi- 
cated to believers. Those who had hope in the spirit of our Carolinas, trust in a promise and 
faith in the unseen. For all who dared dream, and their children who will share a great lega- 
cy, we dedicate this symbol of unity.” 
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OVERVIEW 
Ericsson Stadium is located in the uptown district of Charlotte, NC, and was specifically 
designed for football by HOK Sports Facilities Group of Kansas City. The 73,366-seat, pri- 
vately-financed, open-air, natural-grass stadium is designed as a self-contained head- 
quarters, and includes training facilities, practice fields and administration offices. The 
stadium facade features a number of unique elements including massive arches and towers 
at the entries, clad in building materials that accent the Panthers black, blue and silver 
team colors. The interior has been designed to provide a generous ratio of concession 
and restroom facilities among wide and tall concourses, in addition to individual cup 
and program holders, wide seats, and state of the art sound, video and scoreboard systems. 


DESIGN TEAM 
HOK Sports Facilities Group has designed numerous sports facilities throughout the country. 


CONSTRUCTION TEAM 
The general contractors for Ericsson Stadium were the joint venture team of F.N. Thompson 
(Charlotte) and Tumer Construction (New York), which also teamed to build the 23,600 
seat Charlotte Coliseum. 


LOCATION 
The stadium and adjacent practice fields are located on 33 acres of land in uptown 
Charlotte, bordered by Interstate 277, Mint, Graham and Morehead Streets. The stadium 
site has access to 30,000 existing parking spaces and more than 50 restaurants within a 
15-minute walk. There are more than 22,000 hotel rooms in the Charlotte area.

PLAYING FIELD 
The stadium's state-of-the-art playing field is 398 feet long and 280 feet wide and features 
sophisticated drainage and irrigation systems. The playing surface is a hybrid Bermuda grass. 
The field drains between 10 and 12 inches of rain per hour. The field has a 10” crown. 


SEATING WIDTH 
The upper and lower seating areas feature a 19” width while the club seating is 21” wide. 


BANK OF AMERICA CLUB SEATING 
For Bank of America Club patrons, silver-colored seating for 11,251 is positioned along 
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both sidelines of the playing field. Both club and suite patrons have access to two 50-yard 
lounges which are a signature of the Bank of America Club in addition to four fully-fur- 
nished lounges, all air-conditioned, with field viewing areas, four buffets and dining facil- 
ities that offer high-quality food, beverage, and sit-down seating areas. The Bank of 
America Club also offers high-end television and audio systems. 


SUITES 

There are 158 suites in Ericsson Stadium. The suites range from 10-person suites (12’ wide 

x 32’ deep) to 40-person suites (40’ wide x 32’ deep). Design plans allow for future expan- 

sion of 32 suite units. 

Suites have three main components: viewing seats, lounge space and toilet facilities. 
Viewing seats are fully upholstered chairs positioned behind operable glass along the 
front of the seat and include a beverage rail for convenience. 

The lounge space is the central portion of the suite, outfitted with lounge furniture 
and buffet tables. The rear of the space includes a service counter with a built-in 
sink, refrigerator and ice maker. A variety of game day catering options is available 
for suite tenants. 

Additionally, each suite has private toilet facilities at the rear of each suite. A coat 
and general storage closet also is located in this area, 

All suites are fully upfitted with high-quality finishes, carpet and wall coverings, and 

closed circuit TV monitors are located above the service counter and in front of the view- 

ing seats. Individual suite sound systems offer suite patrons a choice of audio options and 
separate heating and cooling systems allow for individual suite climate control. 
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VIEWING DISTANCE 
The first row of seating is located 53 feet from the sideline while the endline of the end zone 
is 20 feet from the field wall. All seats are elevated and desiqned for optimal viewing angles. 


FOOD SERVICE 
Provided by Stadium Food & Beverage, Ericsson Stadium offers an abundance of food options 
and a generous ratio of concession points of sale, designed to increase food quality while 
reducing customer waiting time. 
The following is a breakdown of the number of concession points of sale:

Stadiums normally offer one point of sale per every 300 to 350 spectators. Concession stands 
offer hot dogs, hamburgers, nachos, pizza, barbecue, ice cream and other stadium fare.

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SCOREBOARDS 

The scoreboards at Ericsson Stadium are designed to be visible from any seat in either seat- 
ing bowl and to expand fans’ game viewing experience through on-scoreboard animations 
and replays. Each is 40 feet high and 210 feet long and contains several components:

END ZONE SOARDS 
Located in the center of each end zone, between the 300 and 400 levels is a delay-of-game 
clock and advertising panels including the following: 
One 5‘ x 15’ delay-of-game clock

Two 5’ x 6’ internally illuminated logo panels 


SOUND SYSTEM 
The stadium sound system is centered around a high-quality central speaker cluster located 
on the top end of the west end scoreboard. Any areas that do not receive sound directly from 
this source will receive sound from an additional speaker system with computer timed out- 
put to reduce the impression of delay. All internal spaces, concourses, toilet facilities, club 
spaces and suites have separate speaker systems with options for program selection. 


RESTROOM FACILITES 
Ericsson Stadium offers a generous toilet fixture ratio of one fixture per 80 men and one per 
70 women. Many restrooms feature diaper changing tables, and all are handicap accessible. 
In addition, unisex/family restrooms are available for parents escorting children of the 


opposite sex.

OTHER EVENTS 

In addition to Panthers games, Ericsson Stadium has been host to a number of other 
high-profile events, including the Rev. Billy Graham’s 1996 four-day Carolinas Crusade and 
the Rolling Stones 1997 Bridges to Babylon tour. The stadium has been the site for sev- 
eral college football games, including the Carolinas Classic, a two-game series in 1998 and 
1999 between UNC and NC State and a 1999 East Carolina/West Virginia matchup and soc- 
cer matches, including an exhibition soccer match featuring the U.S. Women’s World Cup 
soccer team versus Japan in 1999 and Sweden in 2000 and the NCAA College Cup Soccer 
Championship in 1999 and 2000. The stadium also is the home of the Continental Tire 
Bowl, in which West Virginia University and the University of Virginia played the 2002 
inaugural game in front of a capacity crowd. 
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On September 21, 1997 former team president 
Mike McCormack became the first member of the 
Panthers Hall of Honor. In 1998, he was joined by 
former linebacker Sam Mills, who entered as the 
first former Panthers player to be so honored. 

Both Mills and McCormack, who retired as 
president of the Carolina Panthers in March 
1996, were recognized for their high contribu- 
tions to the Panthers organization with a life- 
sized bronze statue sculpted by Todd Andrews, 
who created the famous bronze Panthers that 
flank each stadium entrance. The statues were 
placed at the northeast corner of the stadium 
where they will be joined by statues of future 
inductees. 

“There is no one more appropriate than Mike 
to start our Hall of Honor,” said Panthers 
Owner/Founder Jerry Richardson at the time of 
McCormack’s induction. “The Carolina Panthers 
would not even exist without Mike’s contribu- 
tions, and he epitomizes all we want the 
Panthers to symbolize.” 

While McCormack’s National Football League 
career spanned five decades and a number of 
teams, he may have left his most indelible 
mark on the Panthers. Starting as a consultant 
in 1989, McCormack provided an invaluable 
contact for the Richardson ownership group as 
they lobbied NFL ownership and hierarch for 
credibility early in the expansion process. 
After the Panthers overcame overwhelming 
odds to land the franchise by a unanimous vote 
in October 1993, McCormack was first general 
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manager before being named president. 

“Mike provided a road map for our organiza- 
tion, and we have reaped the benefits of his fore- 
sight and experience,” says successor Mark 
Richardson. “By his induction as the original 
member of our Hall of Honor, it sets a high stan- 
dard for all who follow.” 

If anyone could meet McCormack’s standard it 
is Mills, who became a Panthers standard-bearer. 

“Sam Mills has meant a lot to this organiza- 
tion and has set a high standard for our players 
both on and off the field. It is only fitting that 
he is recognized with the Carolina Panthers high- 
est honor,” said Jerry Richardson. 

While Mills had a long NFL career, his accom- 
plishments with the Panthers were the basis of 
his selection. His memorable interception return 
for a touchdown spurred Carolina to the first win 
in team history in 1995, and his interception 
against Dallas sealed the Panthers win in the NFC 
divisional playoff following the 1996 season. 

Mills played 15 years as a professional, start- 
ing 171-of-181 NFL games and earning five Pro 
Bowl selections. Mills appeared in his final Pro 
Bowl as a representative of the Panthers in 1996 
at the age of 37. 

Regarded as one of the most savvy players in 
the game, Mills led his team in tackles 10 times 
and eclipsed the 100-tackle plateau in eight sea- 
sons. As a prized unrestricted free agent in 1995, 
he became the comerstone of the Panthers 
defense and was the only player to start every 
game during the Panthers first three seasons. 
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The Carolina Panthers summer training camp home is 
at Wofford College in Spartanburg, South Carolina, where 
the team prepares between mid-July and mid-August for 
the upcoming season. 

This year the Panthers return for their ninth training 
camp at Wofford to some of the finest training camp 
facilities in the National Football League. 

The Panthers are hosted in the school's sterling 
60,000 square-foot Richardson Physical Activities 
Building, which boasts a spacious weight room, locker 
room and training facilities in addition to coaches offices 
and meeting rooms. 

In the remaining months of the year, the building 
provides Wofford students with a fitness center, aerobics 
studio and racquetball courts, which complement 
Wofford's Gibbs Stadium, that boasts a capacity of 
13,000. 

Wofford, a member of the Southern Conference and 
NCAA Division I (I-AA football) competitor, is the small- 
est school in the nation playing Division I-A or I-AA 
football with its enrollment of 1,100. Approximately one 
out of every six males on the Wofford campus plays on 
the football team. 

The Wofford football team closed the 2002 season 
with national rankings of No. 11 by ESPN/USA Today 
and No. 14 by The Sports Network. The Terriers posted a 
9-3 record, including a second-place finish in the SoCon 
with a 6-2 league mark. With wins at Georgia Southern 
and Appalachian State, Wofford was the only school in 
Division I-AA to have two victories over teams ranked in 
the top five of the final regular season poll. The Terriers 
annually face one of the toughest schedules in the 
nation for a I-AA program. Wofford played at Clemson 
and South Carolina in 2001 and at Maryland last season. 
The Terriers open the 2003 campaign at Air Force. Mike 


Ayers, Wofford’s all-time winningest coach, is in his 16th 
year on the Terriers sideline. The SoCon Coach of the 
Year twice in the last three seasons, he was the 2002 
runner-up for the Eddie Robinson Award, signifying the 
top coach in Division I-AA. 

The college fields intercollegiate athletic teams in 18 
sports, composed of nine men's and nine women's 
squads, Many of the other sports have had their share of 
success at Wofford. The 2002-03 men’s basketball team 
beat the Hokies at Virginia Tech. The Terriers also swept 
the season series from Chattanooga in addition to post- 
ing a 98-82 rout of Davidson, 

In a recent Division I Graduation Rate Report, Wofford 
was the only Division I institution in the nation to rank 
in the Top 10 in all four categories: overall student/ath- 
lete graduation rate as well as those for the football, 
men’s basketball and women’s basketball teams. Wofford 
has also regularly topped the Southern Conference in 
graduation rates. 

Among its alumni, the athletic program counts 
Panthers Owner/Founder Jerry Richardson who went on 
from Wofford to play two seasons for the Baltimore Colts. 
Other prominent alums include Air Force head football 
Coach Fisher DeBerry and Shawn Graves, who remains 
college football's all-time rushing quarterback with 
5,128 yards and 72 touchdowns, 

The story is told that Wofford College Terrier athletic 
teams took their name from a professor's dog, who raced 
out of the grandstand during a 1909 baseball game and 
drove off an opposing runner as he tried to tie the score. 

Said National Review's guide to the best Liberal Arts 
Colleges, “There are no junk courses at Wofford that we 
could see and we would certainly match its course of 
study with any school in the Ivy league."

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GLOSSARY OF MEDICAL TERMS 


Adapted from the Professional Athletic Trainers Association Glossary of Medical Terms 


A-C Joint- Acromioclavicular joint; joint of the shoulder 
where acromion process (of the scapula) and the distal 
end of the clavicle meet; most shoulder separations occur 
at this point. 

Abduct- Movement of any extremity away from the body. 

Abrasion- Any injury which rubs off the surface of the skin. 

Abscess- An infection which produces pus; can be the 
result of a blister, callus, penetrating wound or laceration 

Achille’s Tendon- The tendon at the back of the heel. 

Abductor- Any muscle that moves a part toward the medi- 
an axis of the body. 

Adhesion- Abnormal adherence of collagen fibers to sur- 
rounding structures during immobilization following trau- 
ma or as a complication of surgery, which restricts normal 
elasticity of the structures involved. 

Aerobic- Exercise in which energy needed is supplied by 
oxygen inspired; required for sustained periods of hard 
work and vigorous exercise. 

Anabolic Steroids- Testosterone, or a steroid hormone 
resembling testosterone, that stimulates growth in the 
body as a whole. 

Anaerobic- Exercise without the use of oxygen as an ener- 
gy source; short bursts of vigorous exercise. 

Anterior Cruciate Ligament (ACL)- Ligament of knee attach- 
ing to anterior tibial plateau and posterior medial aspect 
of femoral condyle. It provides stability in keeping the 
lower leg trom coming forward, 

Anterior Compartment Syndrome- Condition in which 
swelling within the anterior compartment of the lower leg 
(comprising of muscles, nerves and arteries to the foot) 
jeopardizes the viability of the muscles and nerves within 
the compartment. 

Anti-Inflammatory- Any agent that prevents inflammation 
(such as aspirin or ibuprofen). 

Arteriogram- Film demonstrating arteries after injection of 
opaque medium (dye). 

Arthrogram- X-ray technique for joints using air and/or dye 
injected in affected area (to show torn cartilage or rotator 
cuff tears). 

Arthroscope- An instrument used for visualization of the 
interior of a joint cavity; sometimes referred to as 
"scope". 

Arthroscopy- Examination of the internal structures of a 
joint by means of surgical viewing apparatus (arthro- 
scope) inserted into the joint. 

Aspiration- The withdrawal of fluids from a body cavity by 
means of a suction or siphonaye apparatus (syringe). 

Asymptomatic- Without symptoms. 

Atrophy- To shrivel or shrink from disuse, as in muscular 
atrophy. 

Avascular Necrosis- Death of a part due to lack of circula- 
tion (can occur in the elbow from throwing). 

Avulsion- A tearing away forcibly of a part of structure, 

Axilla- The armpit. 

Baker's Cyst- Indicates that there is trauma inside the knee 
joint that leads to excessive joint-fluid production; inflam- 
mation of the gastrocnemius bursa. Usually produces 


localized swelling behind the knee, 

Bennett's Fracture- Fracture dislocation of the base of the 
first metacarpal (or the thumb). 

Biceps- Muscle on the front of the upper arm responsible 
for blending the elbow, 

Bone scan- “Radionuclide Imaging,” which is useful to 
demonstrate stress fracture not evident on routine x-rays. 

Brachial Plexus- Network of nerves originating from the 
cervical vertebrae running down the arm. 

Bruise- A discoloration of the skin due to an extravasation 
of the blood into the underlying tissues, 

Bumer- Common term for brachial plexus trauma in the 
neck. Usually results in burning or tingling sensation into 
the shoulder or arm when the neck is forced beyond the 
normal range of motion, 

C.P.R.- Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation; artificial establish- 
ment of circulation of the blood and movement of air into 
the lungs in a pulseless, non-breathing person. 

Calcaneus- The heel bone, 

Calf- Also know as gastrocnemius; muscle responsible for 
plantarflexing, or pointing the toes down the foot. 

Capsule- An enclosing structure that surrounds the joint 
and contains ligaments that stabilize that joint, 

Cartilage- Smooth, slippery substance preventing two ends 
of bones from rubbing together and grating. 

Cellulitis- Inflammation of cellular or connective tissue, 

Charley Horse- A bruise to the quadriceps resulting from a 
direct blow to the front of the thigh, characterized by intra- 
muscular bleeding. No other injury should be called a 
charley horse, 

Chondral Fracture- Fracture to the chondral (cartilaginous) 
surfaces of bone. 

Chondromalacia- A roughening of the cartilage surface. 
Best known for the roughening of the underside of the 
kneecap. 

Clavicle- The collar bone. 

Collagen- A substance existing in commonly injured tissues 
of the body, including skin, cartilage, ligaments and bone. 

Concussion- Jarring injury of the brain resulting in dysfunc- 
tion, Can be graded mild, moderate or severe depending 
on loss of consciousness, amnesia and loss of equilibrium. 

Congenital- Existing before birth; to be born with. 

Contusion- An injury to the muscles and tissues caused by 
a blow from a blunt object. 

Cortisone- An anti-inflammatory medication. 

Costochondral- The cartilage that separates the bones 
within the rib cage, 

Cyst- Abnormal sac containing liquid or semisolid matter. 

Degenerative Joint Disease- Changes in the joint surfaces 
as a result of repetitive trauma. 

Dehydration- Loss of body water. 

Deltoids- Muscles at top of arm, just below shoulder. 

Disc- A flat, round-like, plate structure usually referring to 
cartilage between vertebrae. 

Dislocation- Complete displacement of joint surfaces. 

Ecchymosis- Bleeding into the surface tissue below the 
skin, resulting in a “black and blue " effect. 
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Ectomy- Suffix connoting the affected part (e.g. meniscec- 
tomy, appendectomy), 

Edema- Accumulation of fluid in organs and tissues of the 
body (swelling). 

Effusion- Accumulation of fluid, or the fluid itself, in various 
spaces in the body. Commonly found in the knee following 
injury. 

Electrolyte- lonized salts in blood, tissue fluids and cells 
including salts of sodium, potassium and chlorine. 

Electrolyte Drink- Fluid for replacing electrolytes, such as 
Gatorade Thirst Quencher. 

EMG- Electromyogram test to check nerve function. 

Epicondylitis- Inflammation in the elbow due to overuse of 
either the flexor or extensor muscles attaching to the 
medial or lateral epicondyle of the humerus. 

Eversion- Turning outward. 

Extension- Motion of straightening a joint. 

Extensor- A muscle which upon contraction results in 
Straightening a joint. 

External Rotation- Lateral movement of a joint or extremity 
to the outside. 

Fascia- A connective tissue sheath consisting of fibrous tis- 
sue and fat which unites the skin to the underlying tissues. 

Femur- Thigh bane, 

Fibula- The smaller of the two bones in the lower leg, locat- 
ed to the outside. 

Flexibility- The ability of muscle to relax and yield to stretch 
force, 

Flexibility Exercise- A general term used to describe exer- 
cise performed by a person to passively or actively elon- 
gate soft tissues without the assistance of a therapist. 

Flexion- Bending a joint, as in flexing the arm or leg. 

Flexor- A muscle which upon contraction flexes or bends. 

Fracture- Breach in continuity of a bone. Types of fractures 
include simple, compound, comminuted, greenstick, 
encomplete, impacted, longitudinal, oblique, stress or 
transverse. 

Gamekeeper's Thumb- Tear of the ulnar collateral ligament 
of the metacarpo-phangeal joint of the thumb. 

Glenohumeral- The shoulder socket, containing the gle- 
noid, the humeral head and the labrum. 

Glenoid- A cavity of the scapula into which the head of the 
humerus fits to the form of the shoulder joint (the shoulder 
socket). 

Groin- Junction of the thigh and abdomen. 

Hamstring- Muscle running fram the buttocks to behind the 
knee, Often injured as a result of improper conditioning or 
lack of muscle flexibility. Muscle responsible for flexing 
the knee joint. 

Heat Strake- Condition of rapidly rising internal body tem- 
perature that overwhelms the body's mechanisms for 
release of heat. 

Heat Exhaustion- Mild form of shock caused by loss of fluid 
and electrolyte from the circulation because of excessive 
sweating when exposed to heat. 

Heat Cramps- Painful muscle spasms of arms or legs caus- 
es by excessive body heat and depletion of fluids and 
electrolytes. 

Hematoma- A tumor-like mass produced by an accumula- 
tion of coagulated blood in a cavity, 

Hip Pointer- Contusion to the iliac crest. 


Humerus- Bone of the upper arm. 

Hyperextension- Extreme extension, or straightening, of a 
limb or body part. 

Hiotibial Band- A thick, wide facial layer from the iliac crest 
to the knee joint. 

Impingement Syndrome- Pinching together of the 
supraspinatus muscle and other soft tissue in the shoul- 
der, which is common in throwing. 

\sokinetic Exercise- A form of active resistive exercise in 
which the speed of movement of the limb is controlled by 
a pre-set rate-limiting device, such as Cybex, Biodex, etc. 

tsometric (static) Contraction- A muscle contraction in 
which tension is developed but no mechanical work is 
done. There is not appreciable joint movement and the 
overall length of the muscle remains the same. 

fsokinetic- A constant speed and consistent resistance 
exercise, 

tsotonic (dynamic) Contraction- A concentric or eccentric 
muscular contraction that results in movement of a joint 
or body part (lifting a free weight), 

Itis- Suffix connoting inflammation (e.g. tendinitis, bursitis). 

Joint Mobilization- Passive traction and/or gliding move- 
ments applied to joint surfaces that maintain or restore 
the joint play normally allowed by the capsule, so that the 
normal roll-slide joint mechanic can occur as a person 
moves. 

Lateral Collateral Ligament (LCL)- Ligament of knee attach- 
ing lateral femoral candyle to the fibula head. It provides 
lateral stability to the knee. 

Ligament- Band of fibrous tissue that connects bone to 
bone or bone to cartilage and supports and strengthens 
joints, 

Lumbosacral- Region of low back comprised of lumbar and 
sacral spine, 

Magnetic Resonance Imaging (MRI)- Provides highly 
detailed pictures of the body's interior, using highly mag- 
netic fields. MRI does not require radiation. 

Malleolus- Rounded projections on either side of the ankle 
joint. 

Maximal Aerobic Power (MAX V02}- The maximal volume 
of oxygen consumed per unit of time. 

Medial- Pertaining to or near the middle. 

Medial Collateral Ligament (MCL)- Ligament of knee 
attaching to medial femoral condyle to medial tibia, It pro- 
vides medial stability to the knee. 

Meniscus- Crescent shaped cartilage usually pertaining to 
the knee joint, 

Meniscectomy- An intra-articular procedure at the knee by 
which meniscus (fibrocartilage) is removed surgically. 

Metacarpals- Five long bones of hand, just below fingers. 

Metatarsals- Five long bones of foot, just below toes. 

Mobilization- Passive stretching movements performed by 
a therapist at a slow speed slow enough thata patient can 
Stop the movement. 

Myositis- Inflammation of a muscle. 

Myositis Ossificans- Inflammation in muscle resulting in 
the formation of bone-like substance. 

NATA- National Athletic Trainers’ Association. The certify- 
ing and governing body of the athletic training profession, 
as approved by the National Commission for Health 
Certifying Agencies. 
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Necrotic- Relating to death of a portion of tissue. 

Neuritis- Inflammation of a nerve. 

Orthotic- Any device applied to or around the body in the 
care of physical impairment or disability, commonly used 
to control foot mechanics. 

Osteochondritis Dissecans- A piece of bone and/or carti- 
lage loosened from its attachment after trauma and a 
cause of a lesion. 

Osteomyelitis- An inflammatory disease of bone caused 
usually by infection with streptococcus or staphylococcus, 

PFATS- Professional Football Athletic Trainers Society; gov- 
erning body of athletic trainers employed by National 
Football League teams, 

Parasthesia- Sensation of numbness or tingling, indicating 
nerve irritation, 

Patella- The kneecap. 

Patella Tendinitis- Inflammation of the patella tendon. 

Pathology- Study of the nature and cause of disease. 

Pectorals- Chest muscles beneath the breast, leading up to 
shoulder. 

Peroneal- Muscles of the lateral lower leg responsible for 
everting the foot. 

Plantar Fascia- The tight band of muscle beneath the arch 
of the foot. 

Plica- A fold of tissue in the joint capsule and a common 
result of knee injury. 

PNF (Proprioceptive Neuromuscular Facilitation)- An 
approach to therapeutic exercise based on the principles 
of functional human anatomy and neurophysiology. 

Posterior Cruciate Ligament (PCL)- Ligament of the knee 
attaching to posterior tibial plateau and anterior lateral 
aspect of femoral condyle, It provides stability in keeping 
the lower leg from going backward, 

Quadriceps (Quads)- The four powerful muscles in the front 
of the thigh, responsible for extending the knee joint. 

Radiography- Taking of X-rays. 

Radius- Forearm bone on thumb side, 

Reconstruction- Surgical rebuilding of an injured joint. 

Referred Pain- Pain felt in undamaged area of body away 
from actual injury. 

Rotator cuff- Comprised of four muscles in the shoulder 
area; supraspinatus, infraspinatus, teres minor, and sub- 
scapularis, Often irritated by overuse, 

S-C joint- Sternoclavicular joint; articulation between the 
sternum and the clavicle, 

Sacroiliac- Relating to the juncture of the hip bone and 
lower part of the spine. 

Scan- Injection of radioactive fluid {equal in radioactivity to 
about one x-ray) which may then be displayed on a com- 
puter/monitor or film (e.g. bone scan). 

Scapula- The shoulder blade. 

Sciatic Nerve- Largest nerve in body located in back of leg 
which controls most of its function. 

Sciatica- Irritation of the sciatic nerve, resulting in pain oF 
tingling running down the inside of the cap. 

Sesamoid Bones- Lies within and adds strength to tendons 
as they cover bony surface. The most commonly known is 
the kneecap. 

Shin splint- A catch-all syndrome describing pain either in 
the front of the lower leg or on the inner aspect of the lag. 

Spasm- Sudden, violent, involuntary contraction of a muscle. 


Spleen- Large, solid organ responsible far the normal pro- 
duction and destruction of blood calls. 

Spondylitis- Inflammation of one or more vertebrae. 

Spondylolisthesis- Forward displacement of one lumbar 
vertebra, 

Spondylosis- Abnormal vertebrael fixation or immobility. 

Sprain- A joint injury. A violent twisting, stretching, pulling 
or tearing of a ligament. 

Stinger- Common term for brachial plexus trauma in the 
neck. 

Strain- A muscle injury. The stretching, pulling or twisting of 
a muscle or a tendon, 

Stress X-Ray- A continual X-ray taken when a portion of the 
body is stressed to its maximum to see if the ligaments are 
intact, 

Stress Fracture- A hair-line type of break in bone caused by 
overuse, 

Stretching- Any therapeutic maneuver designed to length- 
en (elongate) pathologically shortened soft-tissue struc- 
tures and thereby increase range of motion. 

Subluxation- Partial dislocation of a joint. Term usually 
implies that joint can return to normal position without for- 
mal reduction. 

Supination- Moving the forearm into a palm-up position. 

Synovial Fluid- Lubricating fluid for joints and tendons, pro- 
duced in synovium, or inner lining of the joint. 

Synovitis- Inflammation of the synovium. 

Talus- The ankle bone that articulates with the tibia and 
fibula. 

Target Heart Rate- A pre-determined heart rate to be 
obtained during exercise when circulation is working at 
full efficient capacity, 

Tarsus- Arch of foot. 

Tendinitis- Inflammation of the tendon and/ortendon sheath, 
often caused by chronic overuse and/or sudden injury, 

Tendon- Fibrous tissue that connects muscles to other 
structures, 

Tennis Elbow- General term for lateral elbow pain. 

Tibia- Larger of the two bones in lower leg; weight-bearing 
bone. 

Tomograph- A special type of X-ray apparatus that demon- 
strates the organ or tissue is a particular depth. 

Trachea- The windpipe. 

Trapezius- A flat triangular muscle covering the posterior 
surface of the neck and shoulder. 

Triceps- Muscle of the posterior upper arm, apposite the 
biceps, that extends the elbow. 

Turi Toe- Sprain of the metatarsophalangeal (MTP) jaint of 
the great tae. 

Turf Burn- Abrasion resulting from contact with artificial turf 
in which one or more layers of skin are removed. 

Uina- One of two bones in forearm; extends from point of 
elbow and found on outer (little finger) side. 

Ulnar Nerve- Nerve in the elbow commonly irritated from 
excessive throwing or repeated trauma. 

Valgus- Agulation outward and away from the midline of 
the body. 

Wrist- The junction between the two forearm bones 
(radius and ulna) and the eight wrist bones (trapezium, 
trapezoid, capitate, hamate, pisiform, triquetral, lunate 
and scaphoid).
